W a s h i n g t o n , January 18th.—In the Sen­ 
ate to-day, the President’s message, return­ 
ing without approval, the bill for the relief 
of William R. Wheaton and Charles H. 
Chamberlain, Register and Receiver of the 
Land Office at San Francisco prior to 1887, 
to pay them the salaries of two clerks to 
the am ount of $3.800, was read and re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Public Lands. 
The Senate then resumed consideration 
of the tariff bill, the pending question be­ 
ing the amendment reported from the Fi­ 
nance Committee, allowing a bounty of 
one per cent, a pound on sugar produced 
from beets, sorghum and sugar cane grown 
in the United States. Regan opposed the 
amendment and expressed surprise that 
a bounty was not extended to maple sugar. 
The Senate, at 5:10, passed the sugar 
bounty section of the tariff bill—27 to 23. 
Payne of Ohio voted in the affirmative with 
the Republicans and Quay of Pennsylvania 
with the Democrats against it. 
On motion of Allison it was ordered that 
on Monday next a recess shall be taken 
from 5 to 8 p. m. 
Adjourned. 
In th e H o u se. 


W a s h i n g t o n , January 18th 
In the 
House this morning, consideration of the 
Territorial bills was resumed, the pending 
question being on McDonald's omnibus 
bill. The House proceeded immediately to 
vote upon the McDonald substitute, which 
has never been read, but which embraces 
the main features of the omnibus bill, ex­ 
cept that it provides for the immediate ad­ 
mission of ¡South Dakota. The substitute 
was rejected—yeas 117, nays 122. McDon­ 
ald and Tarsney were the only Democrats 
joining in the solid Republican vote in 
favor of the proposition. 
Springer then offered ail amendment to 
the omnibus bill, lookiug to the submis­ 
sion of the Sioux Fails Constitution oí 1885, 
in case the Territory is divided. 
Mr. 
8pringer demanded the previous question 
on the pending amendments and a third 
reading of the bill. 
The Republicans demanded further time, 
Springer was obdurate, but finally agreed 
to allow one hour. 
Randall declared the Territorial bill had 
taken up the time due the appropriation 
bills, and the edict, "don’t vote," went 
forth, leaving the House without a quorum. 
Springer then withdrew his demand for 
the previous question, and the discussion 
was resumed. 
Baker of New York then moved to re­ 
commit the bill with instructions to the 
Committee on Territories to report back a 
bill for the immediate admission of South 
Dakota, and enabling Acts for Montana, 
North Dakota and Washington. 
The motion was lost—yeas 116, nays 131. 
Springer closed the debate in a speech 
which elicited applause. 
The Senate bill, as amended bv the sub­ 
stitution of the omnibus bill, was then 
passed—yeas 144. nays 98. 
Springer moved to amend the title so as 
to conform with the body of the bill. 
Orosvenor of Ohio thought the title 
should read: 
“To try to convince the 
people of Dakota that the Democratic 
party is willing that Dakota should come 
into the Union, but 
in fact to keep 
that Territory and all others that have a 
Republican majority out of the Union for 
an indefinite period of time.” 
Springer's motion was agreed to. 
The House took a recess, the evening 
session to be for the consideration of private 
pension bills. 
The House at the evening session passed 
the private pension bills, and at 10 o'clock 
adjourned until to-morrow. 


T H E SU G A R IN DUSTRY. 


F u ll T ex t o f th e A m en d m en t G iving a 
B o u n ty to S ngar P ro d u cers. 


W a s h i n g t o n , January 18th—The follow­ 
ing is the text of the amendment to the 
Senate tariff bill giving a bounty to sugar 
producers in this country, which was passed 
in the Senate to-day : ' 
Section 1. Until April. 1900, there shall be paid 
to the producer of sugar testing not less th an 
eighty degrees by the polarlseope, Irom beets, 
aorghum or sugar cane grown w ithin the United 
States, a bounty of 1 cent per pound, uudersuch 
rules and regulations as the Commissioner of 
In tern al Revenue, 
w ith the approval of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, shall prescribe. The 
£ 
roducer of said sugar to be entitled to said 
ounty shall have first filed w ith the Commis­ 
sioner o f Internal Revenue a notice of the place 
fo r producing, w ith a general description of 
th e m achinery and m ethods to be em ployed 
b y him . and w ith an estim ate of the am ount of 
sugar proposed to be produced in the n ex t en ­ 
suing year, an application for a license to so 
produce, to be accom panied by a bond in a pen­ 
alty, and w ith su r.ties to be approved by the 
Com m issioner of In ternal 
Revenue, 
condi­ 
tioned th at he faithfully observe all rules and 
regulations th at shall be prescribed for such 
m anufacture and production of 
sugar, and 
sh all have been duly lictnsed. 
The Com­ 
m issioner of 
Internal 
Revenue, upon 
re­ 
ceiving th e application and bond 
herein­ 
before provided for, shall issue to the ap­ 
p lican t a license to produce sugar from sorghum , 
bee is or sugar-cane grown in the United States, 
a t the place and w ith the m achinery and by 
th e m ethods described in the 
application, 
b u t said license shall not extend beyond 
one year from the date thereof. 
No bounty 
sliall be paid to any person engaged In refining 
sugars im ported into the United .states, or sugar 
produced in th e United States upon w hich the 
bounty herein provided for has already been 
paid or applied for, nor to any person except 
upon sugar produced by such person from sor­ 
g h u m , beets or sugar-cane grown in the United 
states 
The Com m issionerof Internal Revenue, 
w ith the approval of the Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury-. $hall from tim e to tim e m ake all needful 
ru les,an d regulations for the m anufacture of 
sugar from sorghum , beau or sugar-cane grown 
in the Cnltcd Stales, and shall, under the direc­ 
tion of the Secretary of the Treasury, exercise 
supervision and inspection of th e m anufacture 
thereof. The bounty herein provided lor. In­ 
cluding the expenses incident to the paym ent 
thereof, shall be paid from the duties collected 
an d paid into the Treasury on sugars im ported 
in to the United States, and a sufficient sum for 
said purpose is hereby appropriated and shall 
be paid annually from the dutieB so collected, 
such annual appropriation and paym ent to con­ 
tin u e u ntil April, 1, A. D. 1900, and no longer. 
Section !. T hat any person who shall know ing­ 
ly refine, or aid in the refining of sugar im ported 
into the United States, or upon w hich the 
bounty herein provided for has already been 
paid or applied for, at the place described in 
th e license issued by the S ecreury of the Treas­ 
u ry . and any person not entitled to the bounty 
h erein provided for w ho shall apply for or re­ 
ceive the sam e, shall be gulty of a m isde­ 
m eanor. and upon conviction thereof shall pay 
a fine not exceeding 5ó,(XX), or be im prisoned for 
a period not exceeding five years, or both, in the 
discretion of the Court.

It is a question

The Galena's officers met the next day, 
and a demand lor an investigation was 
made upon the Haytian Government. 
An indemnity of $100,000 has been 
agreed on for the seizure of the Haytian 
Republic. She will return to New York 
about February 1st. 
Admiral Luce has notified the Haytian 
Government that he considered the block­ 
ade of all northern ports voluntarily raised, 
because of the desertion of their post by 
all the Haytian blockading squadron. 
He wrote to Secretary Whitcey that in 
the case of the illegal seizure of any other 
American vessels, he would “demand their 
release at the cannon’s mouth."’ 
Legitime continues to arrest the alleged 
conspirators. 
No organized conspiracy 
seems to have existed, only individual dis­ 
satisfaction. 
Hippolyte remains encatnptd twenty miles 
from Port-au-Prince, awaiting the over­ 
throw of Legitime by his own people, and 
the peaceful surrender of the city. By not 
using force, he wishes to win the ap­ 
proval of the southern department in his 
candidacy for President. 
Admiral Luce has telegraphed for two 
more ships. 
Information has been received at the 
State Department from Consul Allen, at 
Kingston.

U TA H A N D STA TEH O O D . 


G overn or W est ¡-peaks in O p p osition to 
H er A d m ission . 


W a s h i n g t o n , January 18(h.—Governor 
West of Utah was heard by the House 
Committee on Territories to-day in opposi­ 
tion to the admission of Utah. 
He appeared, he said, as the Governor of 
theTerritory.and as such ought not to have a 
prejudice against her people. Duty, honor 
and manhood requirted that he should be 
perfectly fair and honest in ail he should 
say on the subject. 
He invited the committee to ask him 
any qvestions which suggested themselves. 
He said he should give fair, honest and 
candid answers, no matter whom it hurt. 
He had been invited to come to Washing­ 
ton and oppose the proposition of admis­ 
sion. 
In this movement he represented him ­ 
self as a citizen, and, he might soy, the 
universal sentiment of the non-Mormon 
population in Utah. 
There never had 
been a single adverse criticism of his ad­ 
ministration of affairs in Utah. 
He had not come before the committee 
for the purpose of attacking or making war 
upon the Mormons. He argued that State­ 
hood for Utah would intrench Mormon- 
ism, and he asked what check would there 
be on the Legislature. If the power of 
Statehood be granted Utah, the old non­ 
Mormon residents would have to sell out 
at a sacrifice and get away. They could 
not live there and prosper." The new non­ 
Mormon residents of the Territory had 
said they would have to do the same ihing. 
He would warn the Democrats of the 
eflects of adopting a policy that would look 
to the admission of Utah. History shows, 
he said, that the Mormons are neither 
Republicans nor Democrats. 
The alle­ 
giance of the Mormons is to the church, 
and if the party made the fearful fatal 
blunder of advocating Statehood for Utah, 
there is not a Territory in the Northwest 
that might hereafter become a State that 
the party could hope to carry at an elec­ 
tion. 
Governor West will conclude his argu­ 
ment to-morrow.

C h ic a g o , January 18th.—Henri De Trav- 
isse, better known as Joel Henry Wells, an 
old resident of this city, was found dead in 
his bed yesterday morning, presumably as 
the result of heart trouble. The accounts of 
the singular experience of Mr. Wells are 
familiar to nearly all newspaper readers of 
the counny. About ten years ago he 
brought suit against his wife for divorce. 
She caused his arrest and subsequent com­ 
mitment to the Elgin Insane Asylum. He 
escaped, and after some months was re­ 
captured. but soon got away again. Some 
of the most noted experts in thecountry 
pronounced him sane, and he travelecl 
about lecturing about his experiences. Last 
year, when he attempted to gain control of 
hi3 property, he found he had no standing 
in the law, and the Superintendent of the 
Elgin Asylum, for some unknown reason, 
retused to either formally discharge or re­ 
ceive him back as a patient, and the matter 
was settled only after tedious litigation by 
friends of his, who managed to secure his 
return to a legal standing.

C h ic a g o , January ISth.—There was a 
strange disclosure made yesterdav in the 
case of old Mrs. Naomi Fairchild, who 
claims to be a widow of a wealthy supposed 
bachelor lumberman, Walter S. Babcock, 
who was mysteriously murdered last year 
at the house of Miss Sarah Dodge, in Gard­ 
ner, 111. Mrs. Fairchild has been trying, 
through the Probate Court here, to secure a 
share of Babcock’s estate, and had almost 
conclusively shown that Babcock actually 
did secretly sustain martial relations with 
her. She has attempted to prove that 
when she weis in an apparently dyiDg con­ 
dition Babcock was married to her by the 
Rev. Mr. Burns, a Methodist minister. The 
testimony of the clergymaa left no doubt 
lhat the wedding under the circumstances 
described had taken place. To-day Mrs. 
Julia Bratton, a sister of Mrs. Fairchild, 
was on the stand and the fact crept out 
that the minister at her marriage was the 
same Rev. Mr. Burns. 
Cross-questioning 
soon developed the fact that in everv de­ 
tail of time, place and manner the Brittan 
wedding was identical with the alleged 
marriage of Mrs. Fairchild to Colonel Bab­ 
cock. The trial was at once adjourned, 
and the opinion is that Mrs. Fairchild's 
case has fallen fiat.

I n d i a n a p o l i s , January 18th. — General 
Harrison's principal callers to-day were 
Georgia visitors. Dr. Arnold said to an 
Associated Press representative this even­ 
ing that down South the one predominating 
question is that of race.

T h e P ro v isio n s U nder W h ich S h e M ay 
G ain S tateh ood . 


W a s h in g to n , January 18th.—The “Om­ 
nibus” bill, which passed the House to-day, 
in so far as it relates to Montana, author­ 
izes the inhabitants of that Territory to 
choose delegates to form a convention in 
each district into which the Territory is 
divided, out no elector shall vote for more 
than two persons for delegates. The elec­ 
tion shall be held on the second Monday 
in May, 1889. The number of delegates 
shall be seventy-fonr. The delegates shall 
meet on July 4,1889, ana are autnorized to 
form a Constitution and State Government, 
provided that at the time of the election of 
delegates the Constitution adopted by the 
Constitutional Convention held at Helena 
in 1884 shall be submitted to the people for 
ratification or rejection. If the Constitu­ 
tion is ratified, the Convention, as author­ 
ized by this Act, shall submit it to the peo­ 
ple, with such changes only as may be 
necessary in order to comply with the pro­ 
visions of this Act. If again ratified, the 
President of the United States may issue 
his proclamation declaring the State of 
Montana admitted as a State into the Un­ 
ion. From and after the date of proclama­ 
tion, until otherwise provided, the State of 
Montana shall be entitled to one repre­ 
sentative in the House of Representatives. 
Land sections eighteen and thirty-six in 
every township are granted to the State for 
the support of the common schools and 90,­ 
000 acres of land are granted for the sup­ 
port of agricultural colleges. Two per cent, 
of the proceeds of the sale of public lands 
is also granted for common school pur­ 
poses.

Crimes, he says, have 
been committed '.hat the outside world 
would not dream of; the brutes feeling no 
restraint of law or honor, have endeavored 
to see how deep they could steep themselves 
in infamy. The people who have been 
driven from their homes had by years of 
industry and economy paid for their lands 
and iittle supplies. They have committed 
no crimes, unless it is the crime to be born 
black. Three families who sent to him 
yesterday for protection, have been notified 
to leave wituin five days, and are now 
struggling through mud and rain to save 
their woridly stores. Mr. Chamberlain calls 
for a repression of these outrages, and says 
the Governor ought to place these people 
back on their farms, and protect them there, 
if it takes all the militia of the State.

D e n v e r , January 18th.—The report pub­ 
lished in the East that people are fleeing 
from this city because of a small-pox epi­ 
demic, and that there are now from seven 
to eight hundred case-, is false. From 
forty to fifty cases nave been reported at 
the "Health Office up to date, which is not 
greater than usual at this season of the 
year.

L o n d o n . January 18;h.—Sir Francis de 
Winton is of tbe opinion that Siauley 
reached Emin Bey in November, aud that 
the journey from Emin's headquarters to 
the tast coast of Africa would occupy from 
six to ten months. Sir Francis received a 
letter from Major Parruinter, dated Kin- 
chasia. on Siauley Pool, November 30th, 
reporting the arrival of Lieutenant Baert, 
Tippoo Tib's secretary, on the steamer 
Stanley, 
for 
Leopoldville. 
Lieutenant 
Baert, who was suffering from dysentery, 
said that Stanley returned at the end of 
August to the camp wiiere Major Bartellot 
was murdered, aud found the remainder of 
Jameson's detachment in charge of Bonny. 
Stanley wrote to Tippoo Tib to come and 
see him, the distance being twelve days’ 
hard marching 
Tippoo Tib did not ar­ 
rive. and Stanley proceeded to Wadelai 
with Bonny’s detachment. 
Lieutenant 
Baert confirms the news contained in the 
Stanley letter, adding that Stanley said 
that Tippoo Tib would not see him again. 
So Stanley evidently did not intend to re­ 
turn the same way. Lieutenant Baert fur­ 
ther says that Stanley wrote to nobody ex­ 
cepting Tippoo Tib. aud sent no letters 
home. 
Stanley had not heard of the 
death of Jameson. Lieutenant Baert posi­ 
tively denies the rumors spread by an 
Abyssinian interpreter with reference to 
Jameson.

L o n d o n . January 18th.—When the Par­ 
nell Commission met this morning, R. T. 
Reid, M. P , one of counsel for the Parnell- 
ites, called the attention of the Court to the 
placard issued by the Sheffield Telegraph, 
on which was printed the words : “ The 
League Murcer Ring in Open Court.” 
Justice Hannen requested the matter to 
be embodied in an affidavit.

G O R D O N ’S F A T E . 


A G rap h ic D escrip tio n of th e S cen e by 
an E y e-W itn ess. 


L o n d o n , January 18th.—'The last hours 
of Gordon at Khartoum are described in 
dispatches to-night from General Grenfell, 
at Suakim, by an eye-witness who was at 
Khartoum the night it was taken. 
It was a dreadful night. Near daybreak 
Grenfell was told, 
“ All the great of­ 
ficers of Mahdi have gone to kill Gordon 
Pasha." "I saw Gordon smoking a cigarette 
on the balcony. He was told to fly. He 
indignantly refused to leave his post. As 
Gordon boldly stood facing the dervishes 
several superior Mahdist Generals came 
up. The dervishes all allowed them to 
pass. They ascended the stairs, and asked 
for 
the 
Pasha. 
Gordon met them, 
saying.‘Ia m he.’ and handed them his 
sword in military fashion, intimating that 
he knew they had taken the place, and 
consequently he surrendered according to 
the usages o*f war. But Nassas, one of the 
Generals. snatched hold of tbe sword, at 
the same time in a most cowardly m an­ 
ner, striking Gordon an unexpected blow.

would 
have 
fought des­ 
perately, had 
he 
thought 
he would 
not be treated in an honorable manner. 
He fell, rolling down stairs. As he rolled, 
another General speared him on the left 
side, inflicting a dangerous wound.

THE CURFEW. 


W hat Our Mothers Learned and W hat 
Our Children Learn, 
In 1800 Esther Loyd, the daughter of a 
wealthy land-owner in the western part of 
Virginia, was sent North for a year or two 
of 
finishing” at a fashionable school. 
W hen she returned she could play on the 
guitar and sing ballads very sweetly ; could 
parse in “ Paradise Lost,” bound the chief 
countries of Europe, and name the planets, 
and she was an expert in wax and filagree 
work. 
She married after three years, and her 
knowledge of domestic affairs was such 
that she at once took charge of a large 
household of white and black servants, 
whom she governed with skill and tact. 
The establishment was almost complete 
within itself. Weaving, spinning, tailor­ 
ing, the making up of every kind of gar­ 
ments, the curing of meat, dairy work, the 
preservation of every kind of food, were 
carried on under her eye. She was an ex- 
jiert nurse, and capable of piescribing for 
children and slaves in simple ailments. 
W ithout “ culture,” as it is known now, 
her manners were fine, stately, yet graci­ 
ous. They were those natural to a woman 
of kindly feeling who has long had the 
habit of authority. 
Her granddaughter, another Esther, born 
fifty years later, came home from college 
familiar with countless facts and lines of 
thought of which the first Esther never 
heard. The younger woman was skilled in 
the higher mathematics and in four lan­ 
guages. But her household, wheu she 
married, was left in the care of ill-trained, 
paid servants. She did not know how the 
food which they spoiled should be cooked. 
When her child was ill, she could not 
spread a plaster or fasten a bandage, hut 
was forced to leave him entirely to the care 
of a nurse. 
Her clothing was bought ready-made; 
nothing in her home bore evidence of her 
skill, taste or care. W ith all her clever­ 
ness and knowledge, she lacked some 
ability, some skill which gave to the older 
woman a definite place and power in her 
generation. 
In how many families would these true 
pictures tiud a place ? In the days of our 
grandmothers education for women was 
limited. They found an outlet for their 
intelligent* aud energy in household af­ 
fairs. When the chances of education 
were given to the women of the next gen­ 
eration, they slighted the humble domestic 
arts as menial and uninteliectual. 
W ithin the last few years the most 
thoughtful women are turning back to 
them again. They insist that the training 
of their daughters shall make them fa­ 
miliar with the sick room as well as the 
laboratory, and teach them to use kitchen 
utensils at least as skillfully as the brush 
and palette. In the public schools of some 
of our largestjcities sewing and cooking are 
taught to the girls, and in several of the 
higher class of private schools courses in 
nursing are given. 
The Companion would not deter any 
young girl irorn taking the highest course 
open to her in classical, scientific or art­ 
istic education ; she may sometime find use 
for such knowledge. But every woman 
sometime in her life requires a knowledge 
of home-keeping and the care of the sicg. 


How Life is Made a Borden to Travelers 
In the Czar’s Domains. 
In George Kennan’s Siberia article in 
the next number of the Centunj he thus 
describes one of the incidents oi travel in 
the Czar’s domains: 
“No single hardship connected with our 
investigation of the exile system was more 
trying to me than the utter impossibility 
of escaping from parasitic vermin. Cold, 
hunger, sleeplessness and fatigue I could 
hear with reasonable patience aud lorti- 
tude; but to be forced to live for weeks at 
a time in clothing infested with fleas, lice 
or bedbugs from the unclean bodies of 
common criminal convicts not only seemed 
to me intolerable in itself, but gave me a 
humiliating sense of physical defilement 
that was almost as bad as a consciousness 
of moral degradation. 
We tried in every 
possible way to rid ourselves of these para­ 
sitic prison insects, but without success. 
The older and more neglected etapes along 
the road were swarming with vermin of 
all sorts, and whenever we examined one 
of these places, we came away from it with 
a small hut varied entomological collection 
in our clothing. 
“The insects soon secured lodgment in 
our blankets and pillows as well as in the 
crevices and lining of our tarantas, and 
then it was impossible either to exterm­ 
inate or to escape them. After throwing 
away successively two or three suits of 
uuderclothing, I abandoned all hope of 
relief aud reconciled myself to the inevit­ 
able as best I could. There were insects 
on my hotly or in my dom ing during the 
greater part of four mouths, and when 1 
was able to undress for the first time after 
our nine days’ journey from Krasnoyarsk 
to Irkutsk I louud myself spotted and 
blotched from head to foot as if I was suf­ 
fering from some foul eruptive disease. It 
is not pleasant, of course, to go into these 
details, hut I wish the reader to under­ 
stand clearly and definitely what life in an 
etape is, and what Siberian exile means to 
a cultivated human being.”

ITS ORIGIN AND USE IN EARLY 
DATS. 


Its Revival and New Adoption in 
Numerous Portions of England 
and Elsewhere 


Electricity and Plant-Life. 
From time to time, of late years, says 
the Scientific American, ex¡>eriment£ have 
been made of the effect of the electrical 
light on flowers and plants, with results 
seemingly the same, to-wit: feeble efforts 
of some plants to prolong their periods of 
bloom into the night and then premature 
decay. One has only to study their ac­ 
tions, as observed, to conclude that even 
plants need rest, or, to be more precise, 
they seem to thrive best under the condi­ 
tions which nature has imposed—the pe­ 
riod of darkness and the period of the 
light which is heat as well, or else that 
the family of plants, as they now are, 
sprung from these exact conditions, and 
will not thrive without them. It is the 
nature of some flowers, as every one knows, 
to open at one period of light and close at 
another; of others to open only at night 
and close before or at the moment when 
the orb of day tops the horizon. So 
strictly do some of these follow their un­ 
written laws that floral clocks have been 
constructed, so that one may step out into 
his garden, of a bright day and night, and 
learn the time by the condition of bloom 
on the floral dial. 
Professor Wollney, of Munich, satisfied 
by experiment that electrical light will 
not advance or improve plant growth, re­ 
cently tried the effect upon them of the 
current itself. We quote the following, 
being the means employed and its result: 
He “ took patches of ground 12 feet 
square, separated by boards penetrating 
the earth to the depth of afoot. In one 
case lie applied two earth plates and inter- 
j>osed live earth celis ; in another he in­ 
serted an induction apparatus; and in a 
third, a plate of copper at one side and a 
plate of zinc at the other side, to form a 
natural battery. Peas, potatoes, carrots, 
etc., were planted on these and other 
patches, but the electricity, whether of 
high or low potential, seemed to have 
either no influence or a had one upon their 
growth.” 
Plants !>eing full of sap, and sap a fairly 
good conductor, every fiber must have been 
reached, aud, so far as the Professor was 
enabled to perceive, the only effect of the 
current was to provoke a perturbation on 
the protoplasm.

The revival of the curfew at Stratford- 
on-Avon serves to remind us that one, at 
least, of those old-world customs which 
have survived down to our time is not de­ 
clining in popular favor. Even Shake­ 
speare’s birthplace gains an added charm 
now that the bell which Shakespeare 
heard, again “ tolls the knell of parting 
day” over his grave. Nor does there seem 
to be any reason to question the tradition. 
The custom, whatever its origin, was, 
probably, almost universal in Shakespeare’s 
day, and the age of the bell at Strat­ 
ford can be ascertained to the satisfaction 
of even the most ardent Shakespearean 
skeptic. We doubt whether it is even 
suspected 
how 
generally 
the 
cus­ 
tom is still kept up in this country. 
Curfew is, however, as a matter of fact, 
still religiously tolled in many hundreds 
of towns and villages, either all the year 
round, or, which is still more usual, from 
September to April. No part of the king­ 
dom can claim it as a special proof of its 
adherence to a primitive simplicity. Geo­ 
graphically considered, its survivals are 
by no means uninstructive. We can, for 
instance, hear it tolling from the Isle of 
W ight in the south, through Kent aud 
Surrey, Middlesex, Suffolk, Norfolk, Lin­ 
coln, York, Durham and Northumberland, 
aud even across the border, in the Scotch 
lowlands. And we can trace it again 
through Cumberland and Lancashire, 
Cheshire, Derbyshire, Stafford, Shropshire, 
Hertfordshire, Monmouthshire, down to 
Devon and Dorset. It.is, in short, perpet­ 
uated all over the kingdom. Here and 
there it has been identified with focal 
customs. At Newcastle, until it was 
discontinued, it was the signal for shutting 
the shops. At Durham, again—where it 
is tolled at 9 o’clock—it heralds the clos­ 
ing of the college gates; while in many 
Cheshire and Yorkshire villages it has for 
hundreds of years warned farmers to lock 
up their cattle for the night. The almost 
universal hour at which it is tolled is 8 
o’clock in the evening, although here and 
there it is rung instead at 2 and 9 o’clock. 
In some places, too, there is a morning cur­ 
few, a curious variation. At Stow, for 
instance, it is, or was lately, rung as early 
as 4 o’clock in the morning, and at Tam- 
worth at the more reasonable hour of 6 
o’clock. At Waltham in the Wolds, again, 
a grateful fanner who was lost in the snow 
and found his way home hv its sound, left 
a field to endow a 5 o’clock curfew forever. 
The facts, indeed, plainly show that the 
custom has kept its hold of the popular 
sympathies through all the ages. 
It is almost a heresy to question the tra­ 
dition that curfew came in with William 
the Conqueror. Nursery historians with­ 
out number have waxed sentimental over 
the wrongs of the couquered Saxons, and 
we have conjured up pictures which must 
still be balmy to the downtrodden Celt. We 
all know how the revengeful Norman Prince 
is depicted as having had the brutality to 
order the couvre feu bell to be rung, as a 
signal for the Saxons to put out their dips 
and go to bed. Thompson even tells us 
that “The shiv’ring wretches, at the cur­ 
few sound, dejected sunk into their sordid 
beds.” 
But although incidentally the 
edict doubtless helped to put down 
the Saxon 
beer clubs, which 
were 
the resorts of political 
conspirators, 
there is plenty of evidence that in W il­ 
liam’s time it was, as it had long been 
on the continent, if not in England, r>ri- 
marily intended as a precaution against 
fire. The danger of fire in those prim­ 
itive times was so constant and so ter­ 
rible 
that 
the 
most extraordinary 
safeguards 
were 
enjoined against it, 
and 
not 
without 
reason, 
in 
the 
days of wooden houses, into which chim­ 
neys were not generally introduced till 
about the beginning of the fourteen cen­ 
tury. The prevailing fear lest the squalid 
hut3 in which people, even the well-to-do 
people lived, should be burned down, was 
very real. The old City of London ordi­ 
nances abound in still more stringent fire 
regulations. 
Between W hitsuntide and 
St. Bartholomew, for example, when it 
was to be expected that water would 
be scarce, every one was required, un­ 
der heavy penalties to keep full a barrel 
or large earthen vessel in front of his door 
in readiness for emergencies. But none of 
these rules had the sweet simplicity of the 
curfew law, which rendered compulsory a 
custom whose origin certainly dated back 
long before the Conqueror. A “cover fire- 
bell” was, for instance, ordered to be rung 
at some places in Alfred’s time, and we 
find plenty of early traces of the custom, 
or its counterpart, as at Ripiion, the 
blowing of a horn at the market cross, 
all over the continent. At Vienna the 
people were required to put out their fires 
and hang np lanterns outside their doors 
when the bell rang. There is something 
of pathos in ths conclusion that a supposed 
tyrannical edict was only a reasonable reg­ 
ulation, at that time of almost worldwide 
application. But if further proof of this 
were needed we know that the Ncrmans 
certainly never penetrated Roxburgshire, 
so that the curfew at Kelso, unless a 
modern innovation, must 
have been 
rung in accordance with immemorial 
usage, or under some other, and probably 
earlier, enactment. As for the significance 
of the curfew, we need go no further than 
Gray’s “Elegy.” The bell, without a 
doubt, was intended from the earliest time 
to “toll the knell of parting day.” It 
sounded, in Longfellow’s lieautiful figure, 
“the requiem of the dying day 
it was 
the passing bell of the “day that is dead.” 
In many a New England town the cus­ 
tom perpetuated by the early settlers to 
remind them of the old country is still 
piously preserved. We cannot picture a 
more touching link between the new and 
the old world. “Solemnly, mournfully, 
dealing its dole, the curfew bell is begin­ 
ning to toll,” is a strange dirge, from the 
pen of a Western poet. In the “Bells of 
Lynn,” too, Longfellow appeals, with true 
sublimity, to the “curfew of the setting sun,” 
as heard at Nahant. The idea, in truth, 
appeals with irresistible pathos to man­ 
kind of every age and every clime. It 
might even date from the epoch of the 
worship of the sun god. Nothing cou’.d 
then i>e more natural than that night 
should be ushered in with a funereal 
knell. But the practical people of the 
West were not content to give it a sen­ 
timental significance. 
In Charleston, for 
instance, we find that it was, and perhaps 
still is tolled twice—at eight o’clock as a 
signal for the children to go to lied, and at 
ten o’clock as the hour for servants to be 
within doors. So east and west meet.— 
London Standard. 


needs manure. You may find that there is 
some injury to the collar or stem which 
impedes circulation, if so, the above meas­ 
ures will be of no avail.

Fertilizers or manures, which are very 
beneficial, should be applied in the fall or 
winter.

A Point tor Orchardlsta. 
The New York Tribune suggest», that 
when making a personal examination of 
your fruit trees and orchards, the ends of 
the shoots over the top of the tree should 
be carefully inspected, for the purpose of 
ascertaining its condition. If you find a 
season's new growth is less than six inches 
on a bearing tree, or less than twelve 
inches on a young tree not in Waring, you 
may at once arrive at the conclusion that 
the tree or trees need more and better cul­ 
tivation. If tall grass or rank plants or 
weeds have been allowed to grow within 
the sweep of its branches, or even two or 
three feet beyond, the entire suppression 
i of these will in most cases prove sufficient. 
I If no such growth interferes, your soil 


THE TOMATO PACK OF 1888. 
The Increase In Putting Up Exceeding 
the Increase In Demand. 
The annual report of the tomato pack o^ 
the United States and Canada, as com­ 
piled by the American Grocer, indicates a 
second era of overproduction. Of tomatoes 
there were put up last season 3,319,437 
cases of two dozen tins each, or a total of 
79,668,488 cans, costing at points of pro­ 
duction about $6,000,000, and reaching 
consumers at a total expense of $8,000,000. 
The acreage was largely increased in all 
directions, but fortunately (as the result 
shows) the weather was unfavorable to the 
proper and full development of the crop; 
and yet, in spite of a cold and backward 
season, heavy periods of rainfall in some 
States, and long droughts in others, and 
early killing frosts in October, the pack 
turas out to be unusually large, reaching a 
total of 3,319,437 cases, against 2,817,048 
cases in 1887. 
The canning industry has grown rapidly 
in the Western and Southern States, large­ 
ly reducing the demand upon Baltimore, 
Philadelphia and New York for such 
goods. In a few years each section of the 
country bids fair to supply its wants from 
home canneries. The leading points of 
production are Maryland and Virginia 
credited with 1,118,733 cases; New Jersey, 
789,363; Delaware, 227,030; New York, 
198,432; Western States, 796,599; Eastern 
States, 43,360; Canada, 73,990. 
It is apparent that houses for canning 
vegetables are multiplying faster than the 
demand warrants. The output of corn 
far exceeds any previous year, and a sim­ 
ilar statement would have been made in 
regard to tomatoes had climate conditions 
been as favorable for the tomato crop as 
for sweet com. 
Overproduction benefits consumers, as 
it enables the poorest to have at command 
at all seasons of the year a full line of 
fresh fruits and vegetables at phenome­ 
nally low prices. Dr. Cyrus Edson has 
declared that there is no more wholesome 
food than canned goods properly preserved. 
A can of corn, beans, tomatoes or peas of 
good quality can be bought from 6 to 10 
cents, and extra brands from 12 to 15 
cents. 
Certainly the diet of the masses has 
been greatly improved since the advent of 
canned goods, which now furnish during 
the winter season, at reasonable cost, a 
much needed supply of antiscorbutic food, 
and it is fair to assume that to this im­ 
provement in the variety and quality of 
the diet b due in some degree the average 
increase in longevity, which is shown by 
the vital statistics to be about two years 
more than it was a generation since.

The “Magazine of Art” for February is a 
notable number. Its frontispiece is prob­ 
ably the best portrait of Mr. Gladstone that 
has been published. The original is Mil­ 
lais' painting. We are given a paper on 
"Mr. Gladstone and his Portrait,” by T. 
Wernyss Reid, which is illustrated with 
capital engravings, a full page being de­ 
voted to the portrait made by Watts in 
185S. The opening paper is a fetter writ- 
tan in 1797 by John Flaxman, R. A., aud 
not before printed. There is a series of 
papers on “The Isle of Arran.” after which 
comes a poem by Algernon Charles Swin­ 
burne. “Some Thoughts on our Art ot To­ 
Day,” by George Frederick Watts, R. A., 
are given. There is a paper on “Art in the 
Theater,” in general, followed by one on 
art in the theater in particular. “Art Edu­ 
cation," an interesting paper by William P. 
Frith, and “Illustrated Journalism in En­ 
gland; Its Rise,” bring the magazine to a 
finish, with the exception of the Notes. 
Cassell & Co., Ntw York, are the pub­ 
lishers. 
“ The English Illustrated Magazine" for 
the holiday season is the December num­ 
ber, and a fine one. (McMillan «& Co., 112 
Fourth avenue. New York.) It is a richly 
illustrated number, and has for a frontis­ 
piece the study of a hea.: in red chalk that 
is a work of high merit. There are several 
fine wood engravings and some charming 
ornamental designs. The literary pages 
exhibit fine editorial taste in selecting for 
the number. Norris' " La Belle Anteri- 
caine ” is a fiction of the most daring char­ 
acter, since it tells toe conclusion of the 
romance at the outset, yet maintains the 
interest in the after telling. F. Marion 
Crawford’s “ St. Ilaiie” continues, and an 
article of especial interest and finely illus­ 
trated is by W. Archer and Robert W. 
Lowe, and is a history of the Macbeths of 
the stage. There are many other papers 
of excellence in the numberf 
Arthur Tappan Marvin, of Santa Clara 
county (Quito olive and vine farm), bas 
given to the public an exceedingly valua­ 
ble work on " The Olive ; Its Culture in 
Theory aud Practice.” It is published by 
Payot, Upham & Co., San Francisco. The 
book is freely illustrated, and is printed in 
large, clear type. We have given to the 
work such examination as a non-expert 
could, and it appears to us to be a very 
useful production. Its text is unmistaka­ 
ble, its explanations clear, and a reason is 
advanced for every position taken and di­ 
rection given. In most cases these reasons 
spring from the experince of Mr. Marvin. 
An olive-erower, to whom the book has 
proven interesting, assures us of its relia­ 
bility and the soundness of Mr. Marvin’s 
positions. The work is dedicated to El- 
wood Cooper, of Santa Barbara. 
Among the good things afforded by 
“ Table Talk ’’ for January, are the follow­ 
ing household and literary contributions :

I t was then too late to issue 
the proclamation th at day ; and the fact is 
I fixed it up a little Sunday, and Monday

I T he P e c u lia r itie s o f L ooks, D rees 
C ustom * A m on g T hem . 
In youth the women of Egypt, writes a 
correspondent of 'Truils, generally have 
lovely forms—plump, supple and elegant. 
An excess of flesh is rare among them. 
Graceful curves, and upright carriage and 
finely molded hands and feet are common 
characteristics. 
T heir faces, too, are usu­ 
ally pleasing and often beautiful, w ith the 
richly-tinted softness of the South. 
So 
sweet is the expression of their faces, so 
bewitching are the glances of their dark 
eyes, th at an experienced traveler declares 
they are the most perfect women in the 
world. 
The eyes of nearly all are large, black 
and almond shaped ; their soft expression, 
still further lightened by long lashes and 
the universal use of “ kohl,” with which 
they blacken the edges of the lids. 
They 
have oval laces, sometimes a little broad, 
and clear olive complexions. 
The lips are 
usually quite full. 
The nose is straight, 
though a little wide. 
Glossy black hair, 
with eyebrows th at form a lovely arch, 
complete the features of these sirens, 
famed since Cleopatra for beguiling beauty. 
They dress the hair in an elaborate 
fashion. 
It is cut short over the. forehead, 
but on either side of the face hangs a full 
lock, often curled or braided. 
The rest of 
the hatfc is arranged in numerous braids, 
usually from eleven to tw enty-five, but 
always an odd number. 
Three black silk 
cords, hearing little ornaments of gold, 
are generally fastened to each braid, hang­ 
ing down the back in a glittering shower. 
The head-dress is a complex arrangement. 
It consists of a kind of turban, round 
which is commonly bound a gay kerchief 
or a long strip of muslin folded into a 
narrow hand. 
The latter is usually black 
or rose-colored. 
The central part is orna­ 
mented for several inches witli spangles 
th at fall over the forehead, while the ends 
are decked with a gay edging and tassels 
of colored silks, above which a few more 
spangles are sewn. 
On the crown of the head dress is worn 
a round convex ornam ent called th e “kurs.” 
It is about five inches in diam eter and as 
costly as the wearer can afford. 
W ealthy 
ladies, and even the wives of some small 
tradesmen, wear those composed of dia­ 
monds set in gold. 
Others wear a simple 
golden kurs, silver being seldom seen, even 
among servants. 
The head vail consists 
of a long piece of w hite muslin embroid­ 
ered at each end w ith colored silk and 
gold, or of colored crepe ornam ented w ith 
gold thread and spangles. 
This is drawn 
well forward upon the head, while the 
long ends hang down behind nearly to the 
ground. 
The face vail, always worn in 
public, is a simple strip of w hite muslin 
fastened just below the eyes, from which 
it falls nearly to the feet. 
It completely 
hides all the features except the eyes, but 
as these are commonly the greatest beauty 
of the women, it serves rather to heighten 
adm iration than to quell it. 


A Prediction. 
A Nevada exchange says th at Captain 
Fach, a Piute, who is said to have kicked 
up his heels and cavorted all over the alkali 
plains of Nevada for more than eighty 
summers, ¡icing questioned in regard to the 
weather the comiug winter, said : “ You 
see um this w inter he be one of two. 
If he 
take warm m ad he tie more warm as 
any w inter in long tim e; if he take cold 
road he be worst winter ever you dam see. 
H e no like common winter—he big hot or 
' big cold.” 


[From Hay-Nfcolay articles in January Century.] 
Three days after this interview the great 
battle of A ntietam w as begun, which re­ 
sulted in a victory for the Union forces. 
The events of war had abruptly changed 
political conditions, and the President 
seized the earliest possible opportunity to 
announce the policy which he had decided 
upon exactly two months before. 
H is 
m anner and language on this momentous 
occasion have been m inutely recorded in 
the diaries of tw o members of the Cabinet, 
and liberal quotations from both will form 
the most valuable historical presentation 
of the event th at can be made. The diary 
of Secretary Chase reads as follows: 
“ M o n d a y , September 22,1802. 
“ To D epartm ent about 9. 
State D epart­ 
m ent messenger came with notice to heads 
of Departm ents to meet at 12. 
Received 
sundry callers. W ent to the W hite House. 
A ll the members of the Cabinet were in 
attendance. 
There was some general talk, 
and the President mentioned that Artemus 
W ard had sent him his book. 
Proposed 
to read a chapter which he thought very 
funny. 
Read it, and seemed to enjoy it 
very much ; the heads also (except Stan­ 
ton), of course. 
The chapter was ‘H igh­ 
handed Outrage at U tica.’ 
The President 
then took a graver tone, and said: ‘G en­ 
tlemen, I have, as you are aware, thought 
a great deal about the relation of this war 
to slavery, and you all remember that, sev­ 
eral weeks ago, I read to you an order I 
had 
prepared on this 
subject, which, 
on account of objections made by some 
of you, was not then issued. 
Ever since 
then my mind has been much occupied 
w ith this subject, and I have thought 
all along th at the tim e for acting ou it 
m ight probably come. 
I think the time 
has come. 
I wish it was a better time. 
I 
wish th a t we were in a better condition. 
The action of the army against the rebels 
has not been quite w hat I would have best 
liked. 
But they have been driven out of 
M aryland, and Pennsylvania is no longer 
in danger of invasion. 
W hen the rebel 
army was at. Frederick I determined, as 
soon as it should be driven out of M ary­ 
land, to issue a proclamation of emancipa­ 
tion, such as I thought most likely to he 
useful. 
I said nothing to anyone; but 
made the promise to myself and [hesitat­ 
ing a little] to my M aker. 
The rebel 
arm y is now driven out, and I am going to 
fulfill th at promise. 
I have got you to ­ 
gether to hear w hat I have written. 
I do 
not wish your advice about the main m at­ 
ter, for th at I have determined for myself. 
This I say w ithout intending anything hut 
respect for any one of you. 
B ut I already 
know the views of each one on this ques­ 
tion. 
They have been heretofore ex­ 
pressed, and I have considered them as 
thoroughly and carefully as I can. 
W hat 
1 have w ritten is th at which my reflections 
have determ ined me to say. 
if there is 
anything in the expressions I use, or any 
m inor m atter which any one of you thinks 
had best be changed, I shall be glad to re­ 
ceive the suggestions One other observa­ 
tion I will make. 
1 know very well th at 
any other might, in this m atter, as in 
others, do better than I can ; and if I was 
satisfied that the publie confidence wa3 
more fully possessed by any one of them 
than by me, and knew of any constitu­ 
tional way in which he could be put in 
my place, he should have it. J would gladly 
yield it to him . 
But, though I believe 
th at 1 have not so much of the confidence 
of the people as I had some tim e since, I 
do not know that, all things considered, 
any other person has m ore; and however 
this may L-. there is no way in which I 
can have any other man put where 1 am. 
I am here. 
I must do the best I can, and 
bear the re ponsibility of 
taking 
the 
course which i feel I ought to take.’ ” 
The foregoing account w ritten by Mr. 
Chase is fully corroborated by the follow­ 
ing extract from the diary of Secretary 
W elles, in w hich the same event is de­ 
scribed : 
“ September 22d.— A special 
Cabinet 
meeting. 
T he subject was the proclama­ 
tion for emancipating the slaves, after a 
certain date, in States th at shall then be 
in rebellion. 
For several weeks the sub­ 
ject has been suspended, but the President 
says he never lost sight of it. 
W hen it 
was submitted, and now in taking up the 
procla' jation, the President stated that 
the question was finally decided—the act 
and the consequences were his—but th at 
he ielt it due to us to make us acquainted 
with the fact and to invite criticisms on 
the paper which he had prepared. 
There 
were, he had found, not unexpectedly, 
some differences in the C abinet; but he 
had, after ascertaining in his own way the 
views of each and all, individually and 
collectively, formed his own conclusions 
and made his own decisions. In the course 
of the discussion on this paper, which was 
long, earnest, and, on the general princi­ 
ple involved, harmonious, he remarked 
th at he had made a vow—a covenant— 
th at if God gave us the victory in the ap­ 
proaching battle he would consider it an 
indication of Divine will, and th at it was 
his duty to move forward in the cause of 
emancipation. It m ight l« thoughtstrange, 
he said, that he had in this way submitted 
the disposal of m atters when the way was 
not clear to his mind w hat he should do. 
God had decided this question in favor of 
the slaves. 
He was satisfied it was right 
— was confirmed and strengthened in his 
action liv the vow and results. 
His mind 
was fixed, his decision made, but he wished 
his paper announcing his course as correct 
in terms as it could lie made without any 
change in his determ ination.” 
The Cabinet discussion of the procla­ 
mation being completed, Mr. Seward car­ 
ried the document with him to the State 
Department, where the formal phraseology 
of attestation and the great seal were 
added. 
T he President signed 
it the 
same afternoon, and it was published in 
full by the leading newspapers of the 
country on the morning of September 23d. 
As elsewhere, the reading of the oflicial 
announcement created a profound interest 
in W ashington, and a serenade was organ­ 
ized the next evening, which came to the 
Executive Mansion and called on the 
President for a speech. 
H e said : 
“ 1 appear before you to little more 
than acknowledge the courtesy you pay 
me, and to thank you for it. 
1 have not 
been distinctly informed why it is that on 
this occasion you appear to do me this 
honor, though 1 suppose it is because of 
the proclamation. 
W hat I did, 1 did 
after a very full deliberation, and under a 
very heavy and solemn sense of responsi­ 
bility. 
I can only trust in God 1 have 
made no mistake. 
1 shall make no at­ 
tem pt on this occasion to sustain w hat I 
have done or said by any comment. 
It is 
now for the country and the world to pass 
judgm ent, and maybe take action upon it.” 
Two days after the proclamation was 
issued a number of the Governors of loyal 
States met for conference at Altoona, Penn­ 
sylvania; and it was charged at the time 
that this occurrence had some occult rela­ 
tion to the President’s action.

WEBSTER ON THE TARIFF. 


A L etter R ecently Discovered 
Am ong 
Commodore Stockton’s Papers. 
The following letter from Daniel Webster 
to Commodore Stockton was recently found 
among the private papers of the latter by 
his son and is now first made public: 
Boston, A ugust 2 5 ,1831. 
My Dear Sir: A lthough it is true we have had 
little com m unications, recently, on political 
subjects, yet it gave me pleasure to receive your 
letter of the 19th inst. It we have lately dif­ 
fered, in opinion, about m en or m easures, our 
general object. I am sure, has been the same, 
and we both equally desire to prom ote the 
honor and prosperity of the country. You ap­ 
pear to th in k it desirable th a t l"should get 
back to w hat you denom inate ray free-trade 
notions of 1824. The diflieulty, m y dear sir, 
on th at subject consists not 'in my position, 
but iu the position of toe couDtry. How can 
the couutry go back to 3824? I fiud not m uch 
to a 'te r in the opinions I then expressed. 
Under sim ilar ciu-um stances, I should again 
pursue substantially the sam e course. 
But 
every relieeting m an m ust adm it th at, on sub­ 
jects of th at kind, tim e, and the existing state of 
things, are m ain eiem euts to be considered in 
fi rm ing piactical opinions. 
1 was content with 
the state of the law before 1824, and opposed the 
ch 'Uge. But I oe' lared at the sam e tim e, th at 
if the change did take place, 1 would oppose 
another alteration—a backw ard movemeDt, if 
such should be proposed 
Our country, my dear 
sir. can bear m any things, but it cannot bear, 1 
th in k , frequent and violent changes in th at 
w hich affects th e daily industry and th e daily 
bread of a vast portion of the com m unity. 
It is not my purpose,how ever, io discuss tbese 
m atteis. 1 have no doubt th e tariff laws m ight 
be am ended, if there existed a proper spirit so 
as to rem ove m uch of the existing dissa'isfaction 
w ith prejudice to any interest. The great hin- 
derance to this is th at the friends o f the tariff 
cannot m inify and am end th eir own m easures. 
They are afraid to touch it, lest those w ho are 
enem ies of the whole system should seize the 
occasion to destroy it all. 
You allude to the subject of the judiciary. I 
am not aw are that, on that subject, my senti­ 
m ents have at any tim e undergone a change. I 
hold the judiciary to be all im portant to the 
G overnm ent and to the country, and I will add 
th a t 1 th in k it has m any enem ies and is in d an­ 
ger. 
Internal im provem ent is, no doubt, a delicate 
subjec . and one w hich requires m ore than or­ 
dinarily prudent m anagem ent. Yet I do not see 
th e danger w hich others perceive from this 
quarter. There seem s to me nothing in the past 
w hich need alarm us for the future. The m ain 
works to w hich the United States h av e con­ 
tributed are th e Chesapeake and 
Delaware 
Canal, th e Delaware Breakw ater, th e Portland 
Canal, and the Chesapeake and Ohio Canal. 
These are works of adm itted utility and of 
national im portance. It m ight som etim es hap­ 
pen that a m ere local object m ight receive pub­ 
lic aid; but an instance or two of th at kind, i! 
they should occur, would not, I th in k , pro­ 
perly nrged against the whole. 
I would not w ish to w ithhold from you, my 
dear sir, the expression of m y conviction th at 
th e country is in a crisis of some danger. 
But 1 
am not vain enough to hope th at 1 can be the 
m eans of averting thf.t danger, w hatever it may­ 
be 
I profess to have no claim beyond w hat be­ 
longs to an unaffected love of country and a 
zealous attachm ent to its Constitution a'ud Gov­ 
ernm ent: for the support and m aintenance of 
th a t Constitution I would do anything and 
everything w ithin th eco m p asso f my ability in 
th e discharge of m y duty as a good citizen. 
W hat you bint at arises, I suspect, m ore from 
your kind feeliugs th an your deliberate ju d g ­ 
m ent. I th an k you for your friendly sentim ents, 
and, in all events, snail be happy to cherish 
m utual regard. I hail very great" pleasure in 
m eeting w ith your m other and sister at the 
Springs. Yours, w ith m uch respect, 
D a n ’!.

A S cen e ot O rdinary C ollision in A n im al 
L ife a t th e T ropics. 
The Buenos Ayres Standard has the fol­ 
lowing bit of bunting experience in that 
country : I was paddling along in a small 
canoe on one of the numerous tributaries 
of the Rio Parana, looking for ducks or 
anything worth shooting, when suddenly I 
heard behind me a fearful yell and a great 
splashing in the water. 
A bend in the 
river prevented me from seeing w hat it 
was, but, thinking it was some tapirs or 
carpinchos bathing, I turned my canoe m 
order to get a shot at them , and saw a 
huge snake hanging from a tree with his 
body curled two or three times around an 
unfortunate seal. 
T he water around them 
was foaming, and every now ami then the 
seal and the fore part of tiie snake would 
disappear below the surface and remain 
below for several seconds, until in a mo­ 
m ent the snake would twist his body into 
a sort of corkscrew shape and lift the seal 
rig h t out of the water, and they would re­ 
main swinging in the air, only supported 
by the snake’s tail. 
A t one tim e I saw 
the second seal jump clean out of the 
water to catch hold of the snake, and all 
three remained in the air, roaring and 
yelling most fearfuily for some time, when 
suddenly they dropped into the water 
again, the snake never losing his hold of 
the tree. 
As none cf the combatants seemed to be 
in the least affected by mv approach, I 
put my canoe w ithin some ten or twelve 
yards of them , so as to have a good 
shot at the snake the Dext tim e they 
appeared, and 1 had scarcely laid down 
my paddle and caught up my gun when 
they carue up again. 
1 aimed right at 
the snake where he had curled himself 
around the seal, and gave him both bar­ 
rels. 
The effect could uot have been 
greater. 
The snake let go of the tree and 
fell with the whole length of his body 
into the water, splashing me all over, and 
then again the three disappeared.

about a m inute both seals came up on the 
other side of the canoe, looking at me and 
shaking their heads in the same way as 
dogs do when they come out of water. 
They had both w hite breasts, and I no­ 
ticed th at one of them was bleeding from 
a wound in the neck, but w hether from 
my shot or from a bite of the snake 1 
could not tell.

M. Legouve tells the anecdote of Talm a 
watching the actor Dorival 
from the 
prom pter’s box until he had discovered 
his secret, which consisted in always tak­ 
ing a fresh breath before the last one was 
quite exhausted, and in doing his best to 
conceal the beginning of each phrase by 
starting whenever he could on an a, e or 
an o— “that is to say, at the point where 
the fact of the 
mouth 
being already 
open makes it possible to take breath 
lightly w ithout the action 
being per­ 
ceived.” 
Again, Delle, Sedie, the cele­ 
brated singer, could run up and down 
the scale in front 
of a lighted candle 
without the flame wavering. 
“How is this 
done?” 
It is because he employs exactly 
the quantity of breath needed to carry the 
notes. 
If you or I were to try it we should 
simply waste our breath. 
In the chapter on “ Pronunciation.” M. 
Legouve insists, and the point can searely 
be too much pressed, on the value, the ab­ 
solute need, in fact, of clear articulation as 
opposed to c e re exertion of voice. 
This 
he illustrates by a story of Bouffe when he 
was playing Pere G randet in the “F ilie de 
l’Avre.” 
W hen he came to the most 
touching scence of the piece, when the old 
miser finds th at he is robbed, the actor be­ 
gan to scream out the words as he was ac­ 
customed to. 
At the end of a few minutes 
the sound died away on his lips, and he 
was compelled to continue in a murmur. 
W hat happened? T hat he was a thousand 
times more true and more touching than 
before, because he was obliged to make 
up for weakness of voice hv force of articu­ 
lation. 
It is true that one cannot spenk 
w ithout a voice, but voice alone has so little 
to do with diction th at there are readers, 
orators and actors to whom the very ex­ 
tent of their voice is a drawback. 
Unless 
they are skilled in articulation the volume 
1 of sound devours the sense. 


MANSIONS IN WHICH CONNECTICUT 
STATESMEN LIYED. 


The State Contains M any Such B u ild ­ 
ings—O ldest H om esteads—Som e 
Interesting R em iniscences. 


[New York Times.) 
I t is said th at in none of the original 
thirteen States of America are there such 
a number of handsome and historic colo­ 
nial mansions still standing in good con­ 
dition as in Connecticut. 
T he oldest and 
most picturesque house in Lyme is still in 
a rem arkable state of preservation. 
It is 
the McCurd mansion, and, with the ex­ 
ception of the famous old Hempstead m an­ 
sion in New London (built in 1645), is 
thought to be the oldest in Connecticut. 
The McCurdy house has a more im portant 
significance than the other, because of its 
connection w ith certain events during the 
Revolutionary war. 
Its walls and doors 
are elaborately carved and paneled and its 
low ceilings are studded w ith ponderous 
oaken beams only half concealed from 
sight and highly jtolished. 
The curious old homestead, which was 
purchased by John McCurdy in 1750, has 
been taken the best care of. 
Much of its 
antique furniture is as old as the house 
itself, and some of it still older. 
The 
house has for years been the residence of 
the venerable H on. Charles Johnson Mc­ 
Curdy, LI.. D., United States M inister to 
A ustria in 1851, who occupied various im­ 
portant positions of trust in this State, in­ 
cluding a Judgeship of the Superior Court. 
Judge M cCurdy brought about the change 
in common law by which persons may be­ 
come witnesses in their own cases, a law 
which was afterwards adopted in England. 
One of his daughters m arried Professor 
Edward E. Salisbury of Y ale College. 
There is a round table in Judge Mc­ 
Curdy’s study descended from Governor 
M atthew Griswold, about which sat six 
Governors of the latter family. 
In the old 
house Judge McCurdy’s grandfather enter­ 
tained General W ashington over night, 
April 9, 177C, just after he had taken com­ 
mand of the Continental army. 
General 
Gates accompanied W ashington, and many 
prom inent men of the tim e gathered at 
the house to counsel with him. Two years 
later General Lafayette was a guest of the 
house and his troops were quartered in a 
neighboring field. 
In 1824 Lafayette vis­ 
ited the house again and was entertained 
by Judge McCurdy’s father. 
Benjamin 
Frankliu also knew the McCurdy mansion. 
H e passed through Lyme and his men set 
a milestone on the New York and Boston 
turnpike not far away from the McCurdy 
house. 
Franklin had some contrivance oil 
the wheels of his chaise, of his own inven­ 
tion, for measuring off miles. 
All about are grouped many old houses 
which have been the homes of some of the 
most distinguished families in New E ng­ 
land, aud whose sons have been known in 
the world’s work. 
Among those noted 
for their great age and history is the gam­ 
brel-roofed M ather mansion. 
Long before 
the Revolution this house had few rivals 
in the elegance of its appointments. 
It is 
widely known as the homestead of the 
family to which 
Increase and Cotton 
M ather belonged. 
Then there is the 
W aite 
mansion, where 
Chief Justice 
W aite was born, and “Black H all,” the 
seat of the Griswold family, standing on 
an estate which was a feudal grant to the 
first M atthew Griswold in 1045, who lived 
in a log cabin on the site of the present 
mansion. 
Tiie cabin was the first house 
erected iu Lyme. 
The mansion is a 
well-preserved specimen of eighteenth- 
century architecture. 
Governor Griswoid 
married his cousin, Ursula W olcott, who 
was the daughter of Governor Roger Wol­ 
cott. 
Besides being the wife of a Gov­ 
ernor, she had a brother, a nephew, a 
cousin and a son who were at one tim e 
and another Governors. 
Old Black H all 
was especially famous for its hospitality. 
Of the other old colonial mansions in 
Connecticut th at have become more or less 
famous, it is believed th at the Hempstead 
house, in New London, is the oldest in the 
United States. 
It was one of the few 
houses th at escaped Arnold’s torch in 1781. 
Sheriff Joshua Hempstead, who brought 
the first news of the battle of Bunker H ill 
to New London, was one of its earliest oc­ 
cupants. 
In the same city are the Chris­ 
topher, the Manwarring, the H allam , the 
Richards, the Shaw, the H olt, and the 
H untington mansions,which antedated the 
Revolution, and also the N athan H ale 
school-house. 
M ention should also be 
made of the old town m ill which was built 
in 1650 on the Governor W iuthrcp estate, 
and is still in use. 
In the N athan H ale house is the placard, 
or was recent'y: “ In this house N athan 
H ale taught school, 1774-5. 
In July, 1775, 
he gathered his pupils about him in prayer, 
and went out to become a m artyr for his 
country, September, 1776.” 
In the W olcott mansion in Litchfield, 
built in 1753by oneof the “signers,” a W ol­ 
cott, the leaden statue of KingG eorge III., 
brought from New York, was run into 
bullets. 
Aaron Burr was living in the 
Reeve mansion there when the Revolution 
broke out, and the King’s attorney lived 
in the M arvin mansion, also in Litchfield, 
in 1773. 
The Talmadge, Sheldon, and 
Seymour mansions were all built before the 
Revolution. 
O ther historic houses of antiquity in­ 
clude the N athan H ale homestead of South 
Coventry, the Rodman Niles house at 
Gale’s Ferry and the celebrated gabled 
Jam es Avery house, which stands on Po- 
quonnock Plains in New London county. 
This interesting and ram bling old struct­ 
ure was added to in various ways during 
the last century until it is said to have 
twenty-four corners. 
I t is painted a brill­ 
iant red with white trimmings. 
Many 
persons of wealth have sent architects to 
visit it for the purpose of copying its style 
and plan of construction. 
The house is 
now in good repair and the timbers are as 
sound apparently as when cut in the pri­ 
meval forest in 1656 by Jam es Avery him ­ 
self. 
In 1684 he bought for £6 the first 
church in New Loudon, which had stood 
for 30 years, took it down and transjiorted 
ittoPuquonnock and added it to his house, 
where, nearly a century later, it was again 
used as a house of worship by Elder I’erke 
Avery, the grandson of Jam es and the 
leader of the Separates. 
It has been aptly 
termed “ the hive of the Avervs,” having 
been the home of eight successive genera­ 
tions in regular order of descent from 
father to son. 
One of the Averys was shot 
in the battle of Groton H eights.

FURTHER REASONS FOR A LIBERAL 
POLICY. 
The Managing Board of the Home for 
Feeble-Minded Children are ladies and 
gentlemen of philanthropic impulses. 
They are above the suspicion of having 
any selfish ends to conserve by reason of 
their relation to the institution. Some of 
them, being possessed of means, have 
given a great deal of money to the institu­ 
tion and have not paraded their benefac­ 
tions. These people, who are moved by 
their sincere desire to help suffering 
human beings and ameliorate the condi­ 
tion of an unfortunate class, know better 
than any others what the absolute needs 
of the Home are. They must be pre­ 
sumed to be asking only for such assistance 
as is absolutely necessary. Yet we find 
that their purpose has been misinterpreted 
and the suspicion uttered that they are 
asking for more than is needed, leaving 
the implication that there is to be some 
misuse of the alleged surplus. 
Now the fact is that they are not asking 
for enough. There are over 500 unfortu­ 
nates in the State whose claims for admis­ 
sion to the Home must in time be recog­ 
nized, and, as our population augments, 
the number will increase. The State 
should build, therefore, not for the present, 
but for the future. Wise economy dictates 
such expenditure in the next two years as 
will preclude the necessity for additions 
and extensions for a decade or more. The 
sum asked for by the bill introduced will 
not more than meet this requirement. 
Moreover, it must be kept in view that 
this institution is not to be wholly depend­ 
ent. It is one into which industrial occu­ 
pations are already and will be largely 
introduced, and the Home, if properly 
equipped now, will certaimy become, if 
not wholly, very largely self-supporting. 
The Home managers point out that “ It 
is no longer a question, Shall we put 
these children to work, or are they ca­ 
pable of work?” That is already settled 
in the affirmative. The proper equip­ 
ment of the institution for employment 
of the inmates of the Home is there­ 
fore necessary. They must have work­ 
shops 
and 
full 
complements 
of 
tools. The Superintendent points out 
that in tailoring and dress and shoe-mak­ 
ing, and largely in wood work, the un­ 
fortunates with proper rooms and tools 
can supply most of their own needs for 
clothing and furniture, repairs, etc. They 
can make brooms, brushes, mats, shoes, 
mattresses, chairs, do sewing and wood- 
carving ; plow, dig, plant and reap, and a 
score of other things if they are given 
competent instructors, room, tools and 
other conveniences. Profitable labor is 
well-directed effort. Because the idiotic 
and feeble-minded cannot direct their 
own efforts to profitable and helpful ends 
is the very reason they become the wards 
of charity. But under training and di­ 
rection they can accomplish a great deal 
of work, and their application to useful 
duties in life be proportioned to their 
physical abilities. By such training they 
come to understand the reason of things, 
and their mis-shapen intellects gain bet­ 
ter form, and more of strength and ca­ 
pacity day by day, and this embraces 
the very essence of the l>enevolence this 
institution represents. I^et the Legisla­ 
ture of California, in the light of the ex­ 
perience of Kansas, Connecticut, Ohio, 
Kentucky, Massachusetts, Iowa, Illinois, 
Indiana, and other States, not so limit 
California’s ability by a narrow economy 
as to cripple one of the most humane la­ 
bors of its people or retard its full devel­ 
opment. 
DANGEROUS PROVISIONS. 


makes it a penal offense for an election 
official to disclose how an elector votes. 
Bat as if the numbering did not suffici­ 
ently put the voter into the hands of the 
two ballot clerks, it is further provided 
that both such officials shall indorse upon 
the stub and upon the ballot torn there­ 
from their “initials.” As the elector has 
but one ballot, as he can procure his ballot 
only of the ballot clerks, it is obvious that 
by a score of methods of indorsing their 
initials upon the ballot they can thereafter 
identify the voter who cast it. To repose 
any such power in any election clerk is a 
proposition that cannot for a moment be 
entertained. The Federated Trades err in 
stating that New York has adopted this 
system. The Empire State has not done 
so, nor is it at all probable that any State 
ever will approve of an election scheme 
that puts or stamps upon the ballot any 
device that will indicate the identity of 
the elector who casts it. 


The election reform bill of Senator 
Goucher is the bill agreed upon by the 
Federation of Trades. Its provisions re­ 
garding election booths, issuance of all 
tickets by the Government with all can­ 
didates’ names printed upon one ticket; 
the inhibition of ticket or ballot peddling, 
and the provision that the elector must 
procure his ballot from the clerk in the 
election booth ; and the further provision 
that the elector shall enter a booth where 
none can observe him, and there mark on 
the ballot for whom he votes, seem to be 
proper enough and look in the direction of 
radical and needed reforms. The provis­ 
ions regarding the recognition of Conven­ 
tions, the certification of nominees, etc., 
deserve to be separately treated, being too 
important to be considered out of hand. 
But Sections 16, 21 and 28 contain propo­ 
sitions which so involve the sacredness of 
the secrecy of the ballot that approval of 
them cannot be given, and emphatic objec­ 
tion to them must be entered. With the 
methods in force for which those provis­ 
ions call, the ballot will no longer be 
secret, and power will be vested in election 
clerks that is too dangerous and tyrannical 
to be wielded by any human being. 
If brief, these provisions, after requiring 
all the ballots to be bound in stub book 
form, with 200 ballots in a book, require 
that both stubs and ballots must be num­ 
bered consecutively. If we stop right 
here, the scheme is sufficiently open to ob­ 
jection. The numbering precludes, it is 
true, the possibility of ballot-box stuffing, 
—since the election board must return the 
numbered stubs ahd the ballots, and they 
must correspond—and for that would be 
commendable; but beyond that virtue 
the numbering system puts it within the 
power of the clerks delivering the ballots 
to make note privately of the number of 
an elector’s ballot, and thus of ascertaining 
in the canvass precisely how he voted. 
Such information as that would be im­ 
mensely im|>ortant, have high coin value 
with the bosses, and would put voters at 
the mercy of influences the law could 
never reach, despite the provision that 


SOCIAL LEADERS AND THE STAGE. 
Mary Anderson, the distinguished Amer­ 
ican actress, whose private life adorns 
the stage quite as much as her dra­ 
matic genius illumes st, contributes an 
essay to the North American Review upon 
“ The Stage and Society.” Miss Anderson 
has not been merely a figure in the drama, 
she has been a close observer, a student and 
a thinker upon the ills and needs of the 
stage. She arrives at the sensible conclu­ 
sion that such progress as the dramatic 
6tage makes in winning the respect of the 
people is due to the devotion and high 
purposes of some actors, and not to the sup­ 
posed “ lifting” process that is erroneously 
held to follow when social leaders con­ 
descend to step upon the stage, or when 
they assume the attitude of mere con­ 
descending patrons. On the contrary, Miss 
Anderson contends, with graceful vigor, 
that, “ it would be a destructive blow to 
the existence of such a thing as dramatic 
art if a social leader, equipped with a 
pleasing personality, a degree of drawing­ 
room grace (which is not by any means the 
same thing as stage grace), and ten lessons 
in elocution, were to gain, as an actress, 
approval of thoughtful observers.” 
She is very far from bolding, however, 
that a social leader may not become a fine 
dramatic artist. The high road to the 
stage is open not to social distinction alone, 
nor closed to obscurity, but is free to merit 
whatever its source, and success showers its 
commendation regardless of the origin of 
those who deserve it. Mary Anderson is 
entitled to the applause of the true friends 
of the drama for the courage that prompts 
her to tell the leaders of society flatly that 
their social standing is not a pass-key to 
dramatic advancement. It is true in the 
dramatic art, as in all others, that excel­ 
lence is the child of labor. The sudden 
leaps that are made to high rank upon the 
stage are phenomenal, and in seven cases 
out of ten are not followed by permanence 
of {>osition. The society 
man or 
woman, 
says 
Miss 
Anderson, 
in 
effect, who imagines that their social 
rank, by mere change of position, 
confers luster upon the stage, or uplifts it, 
is sadly mistaken. If the personality of 
those who adopt the profession has any en­ 
during influence upon dramatic art it is at­ 
tributable to excellence of work. This 
young lady, who has made her way to the 
upper walks of the drama by assiduous 
study and hard labor supplementing native 
ability, deserves the thanks of the day 
for speaking from her station to the world 
of society and telling it that its favorites 
and leaders detract from and retard the 
elevating influences that operate to the 
betterment of the stage, when they attempt 
to “adorn” it by their presence unsup­ 
ported by genius and devotion to a pro­ 
fession that is the severest of all task­ 
masters and brooks no rival. She sums up 
the whole matter well when she says: 
It is only through long and earnest effort, 
careful training, lofty thought and determined 
purpose, that the player of to-day has been 
raised from the 6haaow of the past and finds 
himself no longer a vagabond, but a recognized 
artist, to whom the world is open. The possi­ 
bilities of the art are lioundless to those who ap­ 
proach it with the proper motives, spurred by a 
fitting instinct. But the person who steps upon 
the stage, from palace or hovel, in pursuit of 
notoriety or unearned gain, has no right to be 
admitted to the dram atic profession. 


to be availed of, therefore, for active em­ 
ployment of the convicts confined there, 
for without industry there can be no re­ 
form and no complete government in the 
prison. The manufacture of bags is the 
only industry that is left to the State pris­ 
ons against which the Trade Unions do not 
raise their hand. If it is a right thing to 
do to employ the convicts at San Quentin 
at jute looms with artificial motive power 
for the machinery, it will be a still better 
thing to put any new machinery for jute 
manufacture at Folsom to employ the 
convicts there, and utilize a free water 
power that otherwise will run to waste. It 
needs no extended calculation to prove 
what a saving such a policy will make in 
the matter of motive power. Whatever it 
costs per horse-power daily for steam will 
be wholly saved to the State, and these 
sums in a very few years will aggregate an 
astonishingly large figure.

AN UNWISE PROPOSITION. 
Senate Constitutional Amendment No. 
1 is a proposition that it will be well to 
defeat. It provides that those whose es­ 
tates do not exceed $500 shall be exempt 
from assessment, and hence from taxation. 
It is a proposition to record the poor man 
a pauper, in effect. Poverty is neither 
crime nor dishonor; nor do small posses­ 
sions lessen in the slightest the protection 
afforded to the citizen by the laws. The 
{>oor man in America does not want to be 
singled out and exempted from a share of 
the burden bearing that is essentia! to the 
maintenance of the government that pro­ 
tects him, and under which he enjoys 
liberties broader and richer in opportu­ 
nities than fall to the fortune of man any­ 
where else on earth. If there arc, per­ 
haps, a few men who desire to be enrolled 
upon the “poor list” in order to save so 
much as the dollar and a half of taxation 
annually to which such may be subject, 
they are not representative. The true 
American is willing to pay his fair share, 
and the poor man’s dollar is just as essen­ 
tial in the scheme of society and just as 
potential in the public purse as the rich 
man’s dollar. It represents the Indepen­ 
dence, the right and the sovereign power 
of the citizen who lielieve in receiving no 
benefits from the State—so long as he is 
not a dependent—without bearing his 
share of the State burden. Moreover, the 
proposition introduces inequality of taxa­ 
tion, for it puts upon the class of citizens 
possessed of more than $500 of value of 
worldly taxable goods, an undue share of 
the burden of government support, and at 
the same time exempts others equally 
protected from contribution to the means 
of protection. The scheme is objectional 
also because it puts a premium upon 
poverty, recognizes, through the law, classes 
by conditions constantly changing, and by 
the rule and measure of the dollar and 
cent lays out the line between independent 
and “ alleged” dependent citizens. 
A WISE PROPesITION. 
The proposition reflected in Assembly 
Bill No. 6 to establish jute works at the 
Folsom Branch Prison is commendable. 
Within a year that prison will be equipped 
with the finest water power on the coast. 
It will be literally free power in which 
every dollar of expense inseparable from 
steam power will be eliminated. It ought

Cleveland, which sent Mr. Sewall out to 
Samoa to displace Mr. Greenebaum for 
presuming to hoist the stars and stripes at 
the request of poor old King Malietoa, 
had any clear idea of what true American 
foreign policy is, Mr. Sewall would not be 
so disturbed in mind. Indeed Mr. Sewall 
would be practicing law in Maine, and the 
American officers who defended American 
honor in Samoa would not to-day be 
humiliated and smarting under the rebuke 
of a Democratic Administration. 
It is to be regretted that Captain Mullan 
and his claims to percentage on Federal 
payments to California, of certain allowed 
claims, should get into the legislative 
season. There arc enough important matters 
to attend to without this old-time friction 
interrupting. But if Mullan’s claims must 
become matters for legislative investiga­ 
! tion, it ought to be had at once and got 
I out of the way. 
The appointment of 
Mullan as State Claim Agent at Washing­ 
ton was unwise in the first place and of 
very doubtful legality in the next, and the 
bargain that he claims was made with him 
was top-heavy with liberality to Mullan. 
It was a blunder on the part of the Legis­ 
lature of 1883 to recognize Captain Mullan 
as State Agent, and we do not believe the 
body had the power to do so without 
direct legislation by bill upon the subject. 
A b il l has been introduced in the As­ 
sembly to provide for the enlarging, 
strengthening and improving of the State 
Printing Office building. It is an impera­ 
tive need that such work should be done. 
The State has exceedingly valuable prop­ 
erty in the structure that should not be 
exposed to unusual risks. The building 
should be strengthened to meet the de­ 
mands made upon it and the machinery 
and stock introduced into it. The sum of 
$11,000, it is believed, will be sufficient to 
pay for the needed improvements and en­ 
largement, and it ought to be voted with­ 
out any hesitancy whatever, after a fair 
examination of the building and the val­ 
uable uses to which it is put.

The Board of Supervisors met last even­ 
ing in regular session. All the members 
were present. The following business was 
^ transacted : On motion of Mr. Bates the 
rate for job printing, blank books, station­ 
ery. etc., as set forth in Ordinance No. 12, 
adopted by the Board a year ago, was re­ 
adopted for the ensuing year. 
Mr. Greer moved the adoption of the fol­ 
lowing resolution, which was carried :

Mining Expert Thinks 
Proposition. 
The well-known m ining expert, Thomas 
Price, was in the city yesterday. H e was 
m et by a R ecord-U n io n reporter, and the 
following conversation took place: 
“ Mr. Price, how m any years have you 
been interested in m ining interests in this 
8tate ?” 
“ I came to California in 1862, for the 
purpose of working copper ores, and have 
been tnoie or less occupied in that business 
ever since.” 
“ W hat range of experience have vou 
had in m ining for the precious metals in 
California ?” 
“ 1 am acquainted with every m ine on 
the coast. I am familiar with all the gold 
mines of the country. I know all about it, 
in all its details, from the rough prospect­ 
or's pan to the hydraulic giant.” 
“ Have the people of Great Britain been 
factors in developing the mines of this 
coast?” 
"T hey have; and now own valuable 
properties in this State.” 
"H ave the citizens of France done any­ 
thing toward the development of our coun­ 
try ?” 
“Nothing. They are not a factor in our 
mining, agricultural or horticultural lines.” 
"Are the English inclined to invest in 
this country ?” 
“ Yes. Not alone in California, but all 
over the coast. They are willing to invest 
in mines anywhere, and some of our best 
miDes have been developed by English 
capital.” 
"W hat will be the eflect of our having 
an exhibition in London showing what 
California can produce both agriculturally', 
horiiculturally and by way of minerals. 
Iu fact, by giving in a m inia.ure show the 
entire resources of the State?” 
“It can but produce a beneficial effect. 
They will see that this is a country not ex­ 
ceeded in mineral wealth by any on the 
face of the globe. They will observe that 
in the center of these rich m ineral districts 
are raised the products that are now arti­ 
cles of commerce from France, Italy. Greece 
and the north of Africa. In other words, 
they will observe that in California is a 
combination of soil and climatic influences 
that put3 it on a level with all other sec­ 
tions, and that her m ineral wealth is in 
excess of all the rest of the world besides, 
and. in fact, in its infancy.” 
“ Is not an appropriation of $250,000 for 
a Loudon exhibit extravagant? Could we 
not -use that am ount ot money better at 
hom e?” 
“ No, sir. For an exhibition at London cn 
the scale proposed, unbiased, where no one 
has an ‘ axe to grind,’ a m uch larger sum 
could be profitably spent. The am ount of 
good this country can gain by a proper rep­ 
resentation of her mineral and agricultural 
products in London cannot be estimated. 
It is said that 400.000 strangers enter Lon­ 
don every day, and they are sigbt-seers seek­ 
ing for information, looking for just such 
inducem ents as only California can give, 
for we can promise them the best of every­ 
thing climatic, mineral, agricultural, and 
fill the bill in strict accordance to prom ise.” 
“ W ould not the natural laws of trade 
tend to accomplish all we would try to ac­ 
complish by this extravagant outlay ?" 
" It m ight in the course of time, but you 
and I would not live to see it. No, sir. As 
I understand it, tbis is ic be a State esbibi 
tion.

__________ 
iu London and thereby create a m arket for 
our products, unub ainab e by any other 
plan. We will, by this plan" induce in­ 
vestment of British gold. 
We will induce 
those who have money to invest to come 
here and place their coin. 
We will open 
up a new market for our produce and at 
once make belter prices for all we raise or 
produce. Those who are m irers will come 
here and invest in mines. The man who 
has devoted his life to agricultural pursuits 
will observes happy combination of climate 
and soil, and will bring his wealth to this 
country. The fruit-grower will see an op­ 
portunity for investm ent he never dreamed 
oi and his capital will find its way to Cali­ 
fornia. They will see the country in m in­ 
iature just as it is, and will come here for 
investment. Oue thing I will say, however, 
the success of your exhibit w ilfdepend en­ 
tirely upon its unselfishness and thorough­ 
ness, and its fidelity to all sections. 
You 
m ust include all its resources. There must 
be none of this ‘ Sunny South ’ nor • Sunny 
North ’ business.” 
“ W ould this showing not tend to bring to 
this country a borde of paupers and crim ­ 
inals?” 
“ Not in the least. The crim inal hides 
him self in the slum s of his own city, and 
never leaves the boundaries of his ward, 
and the pauper who had the m eaus of 
reaching America would be considered a 
rich man among his people in London. 
To come to America, especially to Califor­ 
nia, an Englishm an m ust have £15 or £20, 
and such they are never possessed of. It 
is simply an inducem ent to combined la­ 
bor and capital to come here, and of that 
we cannot get too m uch.” 
“ W ould it benefit the m ining interests 
of the coast ?” 
, 
“ Iu my opinion, yes. There is no in­ 
terest in this State to-day that needs an 
accession of capital more than mining, and 
there is no interest that promises greater 
results. The exhibit would largely in­ 
crease our commerce, m ake our State more 
prosperous, and indirectly be oi great ben­ 
efit to our m ining interests.

He Has an 
Interview with 
Governor 
Waterman Relative to His Claims. 
Yesterday afternoon Captain John Mul­ 
lan, appointed m any years ago to collect a 
sum of money due the State of California 
from the United States for reasons which 
are given below, m et by agreem ent Gov­ 
ernor W aterm an in his private office in the 
Capitol. A careful perusal ot his letter ex­ 
plains everything regarding the matter, 
and will be read w ith interest by every 
one. Following is the letter he read to the 
Governor explaining his m ission: 
To the Governor of California—S i r : 1. On 
March 13, 1862, the Legislature of the State 
of California appropriated the sum of $16,­ 
382 60, which was thereafter duly disbursed 
by the proper State officers of California 
for the “ common defense,” to w it: for the 
paym ent of expenses incurred in the sup­ 
pression of Indian hostilities in the coumy 
of H um boldt, iu this State, in 1861. 
(See 
page 54. Statutes of California. 1862 ) 
2. This expeuditure by the State of Cali­ 
fornia, so appropriated aud expended for 
the "com m on dtf-nse,” was, under the 
Constitution ol the United States, in all re­ 
spects proper to be refunded by the United 
States to the State of California". 
3. The history of the circumstances and 
public exigencies under which tbis ex­ 
penditure was made necessary by this State, 
the m ethod suggested as to hew this ex­ 
penditure m ight have been heretofore duly 
credited to this State (but which was not; 
were duly laid before the Legislature of 
California by the Governor, Hon. John G. 
Downey, in his regular message to the 
Legislature in January, 1862. 
4. The efforts taken by ex-Governor 
Downey to aid in securing the evidence 
necessary to prove and establish the valid­ 
ity of this refunding by the United States 
to the State of California are set forth iu an 
affidavit made by said ex-Governor Downey 
on June 15, 1888, at Los Angeles, Califor­ 
nia. 
5. More than 20 years having elapsed, 
during which interval the am ount of inter­ 
est lost to this Slate by its failure to secure 
the refunding of the aforesaid from the 
United States, had far exceeded the am ount 
of the principal, and no portion of said 
principal having been refunded by the 
United States to the State o f California 
prior to July 12, 1882, the Governor of Cal­ 
ifornia. Hon George C. Perkins, on July 
12, 1882, employed me to secure the refund"- 
ing to the State of California bv the United 
States of the aforesaid sum and’other sums, 
proceeding therein under Act of Congress’ 
approved June 27. 1882. (Page 111. United 
Slates Statutes, 1882.) The compensation 
for my services in this case was to be paid 
exclusively out of the sum I m ight recover 
from the United States for this State, at my 
own expense and not at the expense of this 
State; contingent, however, upon success. 
It having been also expressly understood 
that m y compensation in this ca3e was to 
be left entirely to the judgm ent and discre­ 
tion of the Legislature to fix and determine. 
6. At its next session, subsequent to July 
12, 1882, upon the recommendation of Hon. 
George C. Perkins, the Governor of Califor­ 
nia, duly recited in his legular message to 
the Legislature in January, 1883, the Leg­ 
islature of Califurnia on "March 3, 1883, 
duly approved said employment by ratify- 
ing and confirming the same in a contract 
by which rate of compensation for inv

7. Proceeding in good frith immediately 
after said employment, and continuing 
thence to this date with due vigilance un­ 
der said contract, and at my own expense, 
and never at any time or place at any ex­ 
pense of the State of California, and the 
State of California never having paid and 
never liable to pay any expenses of either 
fees or of salaries of any nature or kind or 
description to any one whomsoever other 
than my said contiMgent commission, I 
have succeeded at the earliest date practi­ 
cable in having the United States refund to 
the Stale of California the sum of $11.723 64 
in partial paym ent of the aforesaid dis­ 
bursement by the State of California for 
the "com m on defense.” 
(See puge 575, 
U. S. Statutrs, 1888, Act of Congress, ap­ 
proved October 19, 1888, as follows, to w it: 
" Reim bursem ent to certain States and Ter­ 
ritories of expenses incurred in repelling 
invasion and suppressing lndian;hoslilities, 
Act June 27, 1882—$11,723 64.” ) 
8. The rel'jndiugot this sum of $11,72364 
has beeu made by the United States in the 
m anner following, to wit, by two drafts 
drawn by ttie Treasurer of the United 
States, and duly delivered to m * bv direc­ 
tion of the proper officers of the United 
States Treasury Departm ent. W ashington, 
D. C., and by me duly receip'ed for; one 
draft. No. 26 538, being for $9 378 92; one 
draft, No. 26,539, eeirig for $2,344 72, both 
drafts drawn " to the order of the Governor 
of California,’ both drafts made payable by 
the United States Assistant Treasurer at 
San Francisco, California, and both drafis 
bearing date, W ashington, D. C., Januarv 
2, 1889. 
9. These two drafts representing the re­ 
sults of my services in behalf of the State 
of California (continued from July 12,1882. 
to January 18, 1889) in this case, I now very 
respectfully tender to the Governor of Cali­ 
fornia. as the evidence of the performance 
in good faith of my part of said contract, 
and at the same time 1 now ask, and very 
respectfully request, the Governor of Cali­ 
fornia to fix and determ ine the am ount of 
rov compensation for my services rendered 
in these premises, and also now to pay me 
the sam e; and all to be done in the m anner 
and to the extent as provided for in the 
said contract, and all of which I now pray 
and move may be so done by the Governor 
of California, in and as evidence of theper 
formance by the State of California of its 
part of said contract in this case.

Governor, very respectfully, 
J o h n M u l l a n . 
At the Capitol, Sacramento, Cal., January 
18,1889. 
After reading the above, Mr. Mullan 
took from his pocket the drafts and pre­ 
sented them to the Governor. 
Mr. W ater­ 
m an declined to receive them and, turning 
to his Secretary, Mr. Boruck, said, “ My 
Secretary will read you my reasons for not 
accepting your drafts.” 
Mr. Boruck tfien read the Governor's 
reasons, which in substance were: That the 
appointm ent of Mr. Mullan as agent of 
California had been declared void by him ­ 
self, and that he had no right after such 
declaration by the Governor to assume him ­ 
self agent of California in the matter. 
In 
conclusion, the Governor dem ande! the 
drafts. 
Mr. Mullan then handed the drafts to 
the Governor, but the latter, before taking 
them said, in substance, "I will not take 
these from you as agent of California, but 
assuming yon as a private citizen,” 
Mr. Mullan in a laughing mood handed 
over the drafts saying,"All right, Governor, 
we don't care to have any words about it 
and I believe this ends our business.” 
This concluded the interview and it re­ 
mains to be seen hereafter w hat will be 
done.

Reports ot the possible discontinuance 
of the Golden Gate Special are denied at 
Southern Pacific head quarters. 
It is said 
there that the business of the train is in­ 
creasing slowly. There was some talk of 
running the train through to Chicago, but 
no arrangem ent that would be satisfactory 
to the m any " Iowa lines,” as they are 
termed, has been found possible. 
As it is, 
there is open dissatisfaction expressed by 
Denver and Rio Grande managers at tbis 
diversion of traffic to the Union Pacific, 
and apparently all that prevents their in­ 
sisting upon the palatial train being run 
over the Denver and Rio Grande is the ob­ 
stacle of narrow-gauge track. The gauge 
will soon be made standard, and then 
trouble on this score may be looked for. 
Dispatches to Southern Pacific headquar­ 
ters from tbe traveling California exhibi­ 
tion mention anow, but give no intim ation 
that tbe train was blockaded at any point 
in consequence. 
It is understood that the 
cars are at Milwaukee to-day. They wiil 
go back to St. Paul im mediately by way of 
the Chicago. Milwaukee and St. Paul route, 
having gone to Milwaukee by the W iscon­ 
sin Central, end will then go "from St. Paul 
to Chicago by the Burlington, stopping at 
all im portant small towns on these routes.

DRIED FRUIT. 


An Informal Meeting of the Stockholder* 
of the Dried Fruit Union. 
The stockholders of the California Dried 
F ru it Union held an informal meeting yes­ 
terday. and received the report of the m an­ 
ager of the Association, General John T 
Cutting. The report deals with every phase 
of the dried fruit industry, and shows the 
present status of tbe trade. The report 
concludes by stating that, with few excep­ 
tions, California dned fruit is sold in tbe 
various markets of the United States un­ 
graded. This is a mistake. 
Every box or 
sack of fruit should be properly graded be­ 
fore leaving the hauds of the grower. 
Prunes shipped in sacks should be properly 
graded by growers, and sizes m arked oñ 
every bag. The additional price obtainable 
for fruit in proper condition will pay a 
handsom e profit on cost of labor. 
If small 
growers are not in a position to properly 
grade and prepare fruit, facilities could be 
provided for this work at tbe receiving 
bouses already mentioned. 
Our Easterii 
agents report that some small lots of fruit 
received by them will not sell for enough 
to pay freight and charges. Shipm ents of 
this kind will not only cause endless 
trouble and dissatisfaction to all concerned, 
but will throw discredit upon the whole 
dried fruit industry of tbe Stale. 
W ith 
proper receiving houses established, every 
lot of fruit could be examined, and all in ­ 
ferior fruit declined. 
If the fruit is prop­ 
erly prepared, and the business bandied in­ 
telligently, there is a m arket at fair prices 
for all it is possible to produce. 
The Association was called to order at 10 
o'clock this morning by President A. T. 
H atch, of Suisun. The reports of the Gen­ 
eral Manager and Secretary were received. 
A resolution was adopted tendering the 
thanks of the association to tbe Trustees 
aud officers for their efforts on behalf of 
the association arid especially to the Gen­ 
eral Manager, John T. Cutting, for his 
efficient services. 
Letters were read from 
New York firms showing the slate of trade 
at the present lime. Business in this line 
is dull, but a reaction is looked for during 
the next month. 
Mr. Goodseil of New York was called 
upon, and spoke at length upon ail topics 
relating to the industry. 
He thoroughly 
explained the benefits of the auction sys­ 
tem, and urged the association to make 
experiments in this direction. 
California 
growers m ust be taught the necessity of 
proper grading and packing of fruit, and 
until i hese points are properly attended to 
'h e Eastern business will never succeed. 
The speaker thought a carload of assorted 
dried fruit would bring the highest market 
price at any tim e in the aueuon-room . 
Mr. WeiiMtock stated that he had a carload 
of dried fruit in the East and he would 
try to have it disposed of in this manner. 
Many questions were asked .Mr. Goodseil 
in relation to the Eastern markets, and a 
num ber of im portant facts were brought 
out. 
A vote of thanks was tendered the 
speaker for his entertaining and instructive 
address. 
The association then took a recess until 
1 o'clock. 
The association met at 1 o'clock this 
afternoon and proceeded to the election of 
Board of Directors- with tbe following 
resu lt: 
A. T. H atch, J. H. Flickinger. \V. 
W. M otherill, H . W einstock, Jobu T. Cut­ 
ting, I. Jacobs, A. O. Freem an, R. B. Blow­ 
ers and O. Steerns.

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COREAN CUSTOMS. 


THE PRICE FAT, WELL-DISPOSED 
BABIES BRING. 


C o re a n S o cie ty D iv id e d In to T h re e 
C lasses, th e K in g , N obles a n d 
C o m m o n P e o p le . 


Am erica opened Japan, and had Am er­ 
icans pushed their trade as the B ritish 
have done, they m ight be the foremost 
power there. - They stand to-day in the 
same relation to Corea th at they did to 
Jap an along back in the ’60’s, and, in the 
words of A dm iral Shufeldt, who made the 
first treaty w ith Corea, it is to be hoped 
th a t they will hold their position and take 
advantage of th eir opportunities. 
Corea has one of the best climates in the 
world, and its m ineral resources are a l­ 
most altogether 
undeveloped. 
M inister 
Dinsmore tells me th at the K ing especially 
favors America, and th at he is anxious 
th a t capitalists should come in and de. 
velop the gold mines. 
The total output of 
these mines last year was about $3,000,­ 
0000 in nuggets and dust. 
B ut this was 
chiefly the result of placer mining, though 
some of it was extracted from quartz. 
Co­ 
rean quartz mining is of the most prim itive 
character. 
Large round stones are rolled 
back and forth over the quartz, which rests 
on a hard surface. I t is adm itted that fully 
60 per cent, of the gold is lost, and the use 
o f practical m achinen' m ight make parts 
o f this country a second California. 
Gold 
is found in all of the eight provinces of 
Corea, but the mines have so far existed 
only in several. 
I asked M inister Dins­ 
more w hether he thought good terms could 
be made as to these mines. 
H e replied : 
“ Yes, and Americans have the preference 
over others in m aking such contracts. 
I 
understand th at a German firm has lately 
had a mineralogist looking at the mines, 
but no sale has been made as yet. 
I think 
the investm ent would be a profitable one 
and reasonably safe.” 
I visited to-day the K ing’s royal school 
for the teaching of young Corean nobles 
on the American plan. 
I saw about forty 
bright young men sitting in a room before 
desks th a t m ight have been used in an 
American college and using English books. 
I heard their Superintendent, Professor 
B unker address them in a lecture in E n­ 
glish and could see th at they understood 
w hat he said, though he talked very fast. 
Professor Bunker tells me there are many 
bright minds among the them, and I learn 
th at many of the pupils are of the royal 
family and that all are the sons of nobles. 
T he best of them when educated will prob­ 
ably be sent by the K ing to serve in his 
diplom atic service abroad. 
Speaking of Corean baby eating by the 
missionaries, the K ing in this case sent out 
a proclamation asking anyone who had 
known of babies being stolen by foreigners 
to come forth and make his charge good. 
H e called attention to 
the fact th at 
foreigners were civilized, and asked the 
question as to how civilized people could 
eat children. 
“But,” the 
proclamation 
went on, “if children are being stolen, let 
the information be filed before the proper 
authorities and the offenders will lie ar­ 
rested, and if found guilty by evidence, 
will be punished. 
A reward of forty 
thousand cash will be paid for each person 
so found guilty, to the informant, but in 
case the information is not supjiorted by 
the evidence, the informant shall be fined 
in a like amount for bringing the charge.” 
T his proclamation was signed w ith the 
royal seal, and was pasted on the gates and 
on the great bell in the center of the city. 
T he selling of children is, however, not 
uncommon in Corea, and I am told th at 
many are exported to China. 
Good, fat, 
well-dis[>osed babies bring from $5 to $20 
apiece, and a father has a perfect right to 
sell his children. 
Corean society is divided into three 
classes, the King, the Nobles and the com­ 
mon people. 
The latter live in thatched 
huts and they are the poorest of the poor. 
T he Nobles or yang ban are the curse of 
the country. 
They own all the lands and 
live by squeezing the people who till them 
for them . 
The better of them dress in 
gorgeous silks. 
They never go on the 
street w ithout they have a lot of retainers 
about them. 
W hen they climb up a hill 
they have one coolie behind them and two 
to hold up their arms. 
The more money 
they have the more servants they keep, 
and the Generals of the army are among 
the most pompous of them. 
One of these 
silk-gowned, black horse hair hatted Co­ 
rean Generals was going up one of the 
hills about the Capital the other day. H e 
had two men behind him to push him 
and two others held his arms, when G en­ 
eral Dye, who, by the way, is twice the 
man's age, walked by him with a springing 
step and asked him as he passed if he ex­ 
pected to have that retinue with him in 
battle. 
It took some tim e for the Corean 
to appreciate the sarcasm of this remark, 
but it finally crept through his topknot 
th a t among the western people laziness and 
inability were not marks of honor, and the 
next tim e the two came together the yang 
ban General walked alone. 
The American Generals who came here 
to organize the Corean army received a set­ 
back from the trouble about the baby-eat- 
iug of last J une. The people were stirred 
up against the foreigners, and foreign in­ 
novations were for the time unpopular. 
The country is now again quiet, and G en­ 
eral Dye tells me that he hopes th at their 
real work of reorganization will soon be­ 
gin. 
They have a royal m ilitary school, 
where they drill some of the officers daily, 
in the palace grouuds. 
They find it hard, 
however, to get the higher officials, who 
belong to this do-nothing noble class, to 
engage in work of any kind, and as yet 
the Corean army on the American plan is 
in embroyo. 
Colonel Cummins is dis­ 
gusted with the whole situation. 
H e says 
he came to Corea not to 1 each school, but 
to reorganize an army, and I believe in 
his heart he longs for the flesh |>ots of 
W ashington. There are about 4,000 troops 
here at the capital. 
\ t the invitation of 
the General-in-Chief, I attended an exhi­ 
bition drill in the court of the barracks 
near the palace. 
About 400 troojw went 
through many surprising evolutions. They 
are tall, muscular men, wearing the Corean 
hat on the the top of their knot-crowned 
heads, anil armed with rifles. 
T heir dress 
is a sort of Zouave pantaloons, ending in 
great shoes and stockings of padded cot­ 
ton. 
W hat a wonderful city is Seoul! 
It’s 
300,000 people are made up of strange 
characters. 
Everything is new and everv 
new thing is strange. 
The big wall which 
surrounds the city is a wonder, and its 
three great gates are more wonderful still. 
They are closed every night at sunset with 
iron-plated wooden doors, and after this 
tim e none outside the city can gel it nor 
can any inside the city get out. 
As the 
sun falls behind the mountains which sur­ 
round the capital, a band of soldiers play­ 
ing music which sounds for all the world 
like a Scotchman’s bag pipes, goes from 
gate to gate and bars them shut. 
A t the 
same time watch-fires spring up upon the 
hills in every directiom, and from these 
the King knows that all is well. 
These 
watch-fires are signals, and they form a 
part of a continuous line of fires which are 
built upon the hills in all parts of Corea.

un-ightly damages she resorts to padding, 
whitewashes, stains and belladonna and 
kolb for her eyes. 
These are a ghastly substitute for the 
burnished glow of health. Once to indulge 
in artificial cosmetics is to he their slave 
through all eternity. 
The once famous beauty, Lola Montez, 
was heard to say that the only real secret 
of preserving beauty lay in three simple 
things—temperance, exercise and cleanli­ 
ness. 
Pepjiered soups and stews, game patties, 
ragouts and spices, even moderately in­ 
dulged in, will exercise deteriorating ef­ 
fects ujion a delicate complexion. Women 
who do not restrain their gastronomic pro­ 
pensities will acquire before 30 years the 
heated, blotched face we are wont to asso­ 
ciate with “ high living,” while the firm 
texture of the flesh and the supple shape 
will soon be replaced by flabby softness 
and scraggy leanness. 
During my few years of rather broad and 
variegated experience, studying beauty and 
the habits of its fair possessors, I "have 
known only one who for a series of years 
accustomed herself to late hours, constant 
excitement, brain work and censurable 
feasting, without erasing every trace of 
beauty. 
I saw her looking as dainty as an 
ivory Isis after eight years of such perilous 
self-treatment as I shudder to describe. 
Physicians consider the case unique. 
Women of nervous and sanguine temper­ 
ament should restrict themselves to a diet 
of eggs, milk, bread, salads, fruit, light 
broths and the Crustacea. 
They should 
accustom themselves to drinking aerated 
and natural mineral spring waters, avoid­ 
ing spices and condiments, delicious and 
tempting as these flery delights may be. 
In the matter of diet the blonde is, by force 
of physiological tendencies, constrained to 
stern self-denial at table.

The phi­ 
losophy contained in the advice of the ex­ 
pert in skin-trouhles to a lady who con­ 
sulted him in reference to a red nose, upon 
hearing her habit to be a nightly tippler 
of whisky and water, “ leaveout the water 
and your nose will soon he purple,” is as 
old as it is reliable. 
A case which came under my immediate 
observation was that of an ashen blonde 
whose skin was as fair and opaque as 
white lead, and whose hair was unrelieved 
by one amber gleam. 
After an attack of 
typhoid fever, which, by the way, is an 
effective purifier of the system without 
being more dangerous than many of the 
complexion remedies, she was restored by 
iron tonics and liquor, and the element 
these introduced into the blood dyed her 
cheeks crimson and her new suit of hair a 
ruddy 
gold. 
There are temperaments 
which are irritated by fish, buckwheat 
and hot breads. 
Hives, sore eyes and an­ 
noying skin disturbances are the outgrowth 
of their use. 
For the slender, bilious brunette, whose 
blood is thin and whose temperament is 
watery, a free diet of underdone beef and 
port wine should replace the severe regi­ 
men of the blonde. 
Tints, rather than 
colors, are beautiful, and a blonde of the 
ruddy type should exercise care in select­ 
ing tonics. 
Those containing red wine 
and iron color the skin to an ugly brick- 
dust, and I can confidently assert a natural 
aperient is more efficient in correcting all 
disorders of congestion and circulation, 
and the evil consequences of indiscretion 
in diet, than its printed labels claim. 
When it is necessary to renew the vital 
energies a two-grain pellet of quinine 
taken every evening for a month will fur­ 
nish the blonde with strength without in­ 
crease of pigment. 
Not only diet, but climate and tempera­ 
ture, exert a powerful influence upon 
beauty. 
The white skins, unmingled with 
chrome or bronze tints, are liable to disor­ 
der from sudden changes of temperature 
and imperfect ventilation.

Almost every bill w hich has been in­ 
troduced iu the Senate has also been introduced 
in the Assemby and hundreds of copies printed 
in each house. Even such volum inous doc­ 
um ents as th e charters of Los Angeles and 
other cities have taken this course. Not only 
does it result in useless waste o f m oney in 
printing but they cum ber up the records, in ­ 
crease tne work of com m ittees aud of the clerks 
and accom plish no good. 
W illiam D. English, President of the State 
Board of H arbor Commissioners, was on the 
floor yesterday afternoon. Three bills in regard 
to the Ban Francisco w ater front put in au ap­ 
pearance about the sam e time. 
A ssistant 
United 
States 
D istrict A ttorney 
Charles A. W eller was visiting friends ou the 
floor of the Senate yesterday. 
Both houses of the Legislature adopted th eir 
rules several days ago, but most of the busiuess 
is conducted “out of order,” or under asuspen- 
sion of tbe rules. W hen the rules are adhered 
to double the am ount of business can be trans­ 
acted in a given length oi time. 
Assembly Bill No. 8. creating the county of 
Glenn out ot the northern h alf of Colusa 
county, cam e back from the Assemble Commit­ 
tee on Counties and County Boundaries yester­ 
day, w ith a unanim ous report in its favor. The 
com m ittee had the bill under consideration at 
a m eeting held in the m orning aud discussed 
the claim s of both sides at considerable length. 
E. C. Hart, m em ber of the A ssem blyjrom this 
city, was form erly a resident of Colusa county, 
and. being a m em ber of the com m ittee, took an 
active part in favor of the bill. The friends of 
the m easure back up th eir assertions by a for­ 
m idable array of figures going to show that 
w hen Colusa county is divided each ol the new 
counties will have a «-eater population and 
larger assessm ent roll th an a m ajority of the 
counties in the ¡state. One of th eir strongest 
argum ents is th at the expense of running the 
present county governm ent is m uch greater to 
the people residing in tbe territory proposed to 
be set off than tt would be if they bad a county 
governm ent of th eir own. w hile some of them 
are com pelled to travel ninety m iles to the 
county seat. The Gleuit county advocates, hav­ 
ing secured a unanim ous report from a large com ­ 
m ittee, feel more confident th an ever that the 
bill w ill be passed at this session. 
When the Assembly adjourned yesterday af­ 
ternoon, the San Francisco delegation m ade a 
grand stam pede for the train. 
Many of the clerks and attaches of tbe As­ 
sem bly w ill spend Sunday at home. 
A resolution approving the new charter of the 
city of San Diego will be introduced in the As­ 
sem bly next week. 
Senate Bill No. 119. introduced by Mr. Lang­ 
ford, proposes to add a new section to the Polit­ 
ical Code, to read as follows: " Every tax, ex ­ 
cept poll tax. levied alter the year 1879, w hich is 
invalid by reason of any error or irregularity in 
the a scssment. or fti any • her respect, and 
w hich has not been|lully^>aid, shall be relevied 
and the property affected reassessed bv the 
proper officers, or Board of Equalization, tit the 
am ount to w hich and upon the estate or to the 
person or corporation to whom or to w hich such 
tax ought at first to have been levied and as­ 
sessed. such reassessment to be m ade by the 
proper officers at the tim e and in th t m anner 
provided by law for m aking assessments on like 
property , the collectors of such tax to allow as 
credits thereon any partial paym ents m ade ou 
the tax as at first levied. In any action brought 
for the collection of such taxes and reassess­ 
ment». tne Court shall allow au attorney's fee of 
fifteen per cent, on the am ount of any judgm ent 
recovered, w hich shall be lesa such partial pay­ 
m ents." 
Senator Cam pbell's blil, authorizing school 
districts, cities, cities and counties, or Incorpor­ 
ated tow ns in this State to furnish tbe children 
of their respective schools w ith the free use of 
text books, provides th at the que.tion shall be 
subm itted to the people of the various districts 
at the next annual election for School Trustees 
or m em bers of Boards of Education 
Provides 
for a " Free Text-book F und ” and how it shall 
be used. 
Senate Bill No. 37, w hich was introduced by 
Senator Jones and passed the Senate on Thurs­ 
day. am ends Section 1054 of the Code of Civil 
Procedure so as to read as follows : " W hen an 
act to be done, as provided in this Code, relates 
to th e pleadings iu th e action, or the undertak­ 
ings to be filed, or the justification of sureties, 
or the preparation of statem ents, or of bills of 
exceptions, or am endm ents thereto, or to tbe 
services of notices ether than those of appeal, 
the tim e allowed by this Code may be extended, 
upon good cause show n by the Judge of the 
Superior Court in and lor the county in which 
the action is pending, or by th e Judge who pre­ 
sided at the trial of said a c tio n ; but such e x ­ 
tension shall not exceed thirty days, w ithout 
the consent of the adverse party.” 
Senator Heacock introduced Senate Bill No. 
132, which provides th at “ No property belonging 
to this State shall hereafter be insured against 
risk ot dam age or destruction by fire, and no 
policy of fire insurance now existing upon any 
property belonging to this State shall be re­ 
new ed at the expiration thereof." 
Senator Powers ha* introduced a proposition 
to am end the Constitution by repealing Sections 
4 and 5 of Article 13, and am ending Section 1 of 
th at article so as to read os follows: “ AU prop­ 
erty in this State not exem pt, under the laws of 


th e U nited States, shall be taxed in proportion 
to its value, to be ascertained as provided by 
law . The word property, as used in this article 
an d section, is hereby declared to include all 
moneys, credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises, 
and all other m atters and things, real, personal, 
and m ixed, capable of private ow nership; pro­ 
vided, th at growing crops, mortgages, trust 
deeds, property used exclusively for public 
schools, and such as m ay belong tc the United 
States, this State, or to any county or m unicipal 
corporation w ithin this state, shall be exem pt 
irom taxation. The Legislature m ay provide for 
a reduction irom credits of debts due bona fide 
residents of this State." 


CHINESE IMMIGRATION. 


An Interesting Interview with Senator 
Jones of Nevada. 


W a s h i n g t o n . Ja n u a ry 18th. — Senator 
Jones of Nevada, w ho has been one of th e 
m ost zealous advocates of th e prohibition 
of C hinese im m igration, in a conversation 
w ith y o u r correspondent to-day s a id : 
“ I cannot couceive of an y condition of 
affairs th at w ould w arrant a repeal of the 
Exclusion Act, or justify th e policy of ad­ 
m ittin g any m ore C hinese laborers. 
T he 
sudden stoppage of the supply of these 
laborers m ay involve som e tem porary dis­ 
arrangem ent iu certain lines of in dustry 
on th e Pacific coast, aud m ay even in sotne 
cases tem porarily cause w hat m ay seem a 
hardship or injustice, but in no such case 
can it in any degree be com parable to the 
perm anent w rong and injustice to w hich 
the entire com m unity w ould be subjected 
by continued C hinese im m igration. 
Even 
those who m ay now be pu t to som e incon­ 
venience or distress w ill be rew arded later 
by the enorm ously increased dem and for 
th eir products w hich will spring up from 
th e body of w hite im m igration th at w ill 
soon pour into th e Pacific States. 
“ W hen it comes to be know n th ro u g h ­ 
o ut th e country th a t w hite laborers are 
w anted on the Pacific, and th a t fair wages 
prevail there, tbe surplus labor of the E ast 
will gladly fill all ou r vacant places. Every 
consideration of national progress supports 
th e decision to exclude th e C hinese. 
In 
th is republic labor constitutes a t once the 
foundation and superstructure of our w hole 
edifice. 
To w hatever degree we advance 
the interests o f our laborers, to th at degree 
we will build up the enduring prosperity of 
our country. 
If individual selfishness" be 
perm itted now to bring in a cheap au d de­ 
graded class of laborers, th e sam e selfish­ 
ness wili in tim e create a desire to replace 
the present im portations by cheaper im p o r­ 
tations, and as the field from w hich to 
draw is practically unlim ited, we w ould 
u ltim ately find a larger part of our popula­ 
tion to consist of th e cheapest, least pro­ 
gressive, and least desirable class of h u m an 
beings. 
” If there are industries adapted to our 
soil and clim ate th a t cannot now be car­ 
ried on in com petition w ith foreign-m ade 
products of like industries, th e rem edy is 
n ot to invite here, sw arm s of degraded 
Asiatics, but to build tariff w alls high 
enough to justify th e paym ent of fair liv ­ 
ing wages to th e people of o u r race w ho 
are w illing to w ork at these industries. 
T he sam e fallacious argum ent th at is ad ­ 
vanced in favor of free tiade could be ad­ 
vanced to support C hiuese im m igration— 
th at at a given m om ent it m ight result in 
an advantage to som e portion of th e com ­ 
m unity. 
In th is argum ent th e fact is 
w holly ignored th a t th e advantage is only 
tem p o rary ; th at if th a t policy is persisted 
in it can only result in th e cheapening of 
the w hole com m unity. 
“ If th e r diroads an d vineyards on the 
Pacific or anyw here else can find no labor 
except C hinese labor, we can beuer afford 
to have n eith er vineyards nor railroads. 
T he identical argum ents on w hich the agi­ 
tation for renew ed C hinese im m igration is 
based could be utilized, in an econom ic 
sense, to ju stify slavery itself, and th e ex ­ 
perience of th e w orld has show n th at in 
the presence of slavery n eith er w ealth, 
progress n o r any w idespread prosperity is 
possible. 
T he well beiDg of our com m u­ 
nity w ill in tb e end be best subserved by 
m aking our people m ore hom ogeneous, 
rath er th an less so. 
“O ur experience w ith the In d ian s an d 
w ith the colored people in th e South ought 
to be a w arning to th e A m erican people 
not to perm it continued introduction of a n ­ 
other non-a»sim ilative race, and if th e bar­ 
riers to im m igration are once let dow n, we 
have no assurance th at we can ever get 
them up again 
Technicalities often in te r­ 
fere w ith legislation, b ut th e popular m ind 
of the country is irretrievably m ade up o d 
this subject. 
It is thoroughly understood 
by the m asses of th e people and by none 
better th an by those whose labor is dis­ 
placed by th at o f the C hinam an, and if the 
popular vote were to-day taken on it, 
w hether in C alifornia or th roughout the 
U nited States, any proposition to repeal the 
exclusion law w ould m eet overw helm ing 
defeat.”
